Major lL. W. V. Kennon, 10th U.S. Inf., disputes, in 
the Journal of the U.S. Infantry Association, the con- 
tention that promotion in the Infantry is much more 
rapid than in the Cavalry, and prints tables to show 
that this belief is not well founded. ‘The tables are 
based on the Army Register of 1909. He finds that the 
present colonels of infantry have had rather more rapid 
promotion through the grade of lieutenant colonel than 
the Cavalry colonels, the difference being two months 
and ten days. In the grade of major, the difference of 
about a month, cr exactly twenty-seven days, was in 
favor of the Cavalry. The total difference of service in 
the grades has been for these officers one month and thir- 
teen days in favor of the Infantry. The total average 
difference in length of service before attaining the grade 
of colonel has been two years, six months and 
four days. The iieutenant colonels of Infantry were on 
an average two months and six days quicker in passing 
through the grade of major than those of the Cavalry. 
However, the statistician believes that until the effects 
of regimental promotion have entirely disappeared, to- 
gether with the irregularities produced by that system, 
the length of service of any particular officer or group 
of officers affected by it can be no true test of the rate 
of promotion in the arm. For the grade of captain he 
says that the field officers of Infantry have had a decided 
advantage over their brethren of the Cavalry. His con- 
clusions are thus summed up: “(1) That during the 
war period promotion in the Infantry was more rapid 
than in the Cavalry by reason of the reorganization which 
put it on the same basis as the Cavalry; the retirements 
resulting from the hardships of Infantry war service in 
the tropics, and from the relatively far greater number 
of war casualties in the Infantry; (2) that since the 
close of the war period to include the year 1905, the 
Cavalry, has had better promotion and now has better 
promotion than the Infantry, in all the grades above 
that of lieuetenant. This is due, in part, to the dis- 
proportionate number of general officers who have been 
appointed from the Cavalry, and to the relatively greater 
number of field otficers of that arm selected for duty in 
the several staff corps; (8) the future prospects for 
promotion in the Cavalry are much brighter than for the 
Infantry.”

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The willingness of the Hospital Corps men to be in- 
oculated against typhoid fever is one of the agreeable 
phases of the efforts of the Medical Department, U.S.A., 
to safeguard the American soldier against that disease. 
Lieut. Col. Jefferson R. Kean, Med. Corps, U.S.A., was 
asked the other day by a correspondent of the Baltimore 
Sun whether theré was objection to vaccination. “At 
the new Walter Reed Army General Hospital, near 
Washington,” he replied, “there was only one man among 
150 members of the Hospital Corps stationed there who 
declined to be vaccinated. Most of the Army officers 
who are assistants to the Surgeon General in this office, 
as well as their wives and children, hae already been vac- 
cinated against typhoid with this vaccine. About half 
of the officers on duty at the Army War College who 
went on the recent ride to the Civil War battle fields of 
Virginia have also been vaccinated with it. It is not a 
serum, but a vaccine. It is manufactured at the Army 
Medical Museum laboratory from cultures of the typhoid 
bacillus that are sterilized, or killed, by heat immediately 
before the injection of the vaccine is made into the hu- 
man system. It is injected with a hypodermic syringe, 
not scratched on the arm, as is the case with the small- 
pox vaccinations. It makes no sore, but causes a tempo- 
rary swelling and lump in the arm. These disappear, 
however, after twenty-four hours, and no scar is left 


behind, as in the case of the small-pox vaccinations. 
Those who are vaccinated with this new typhoid vac- 
cine feel badly for a few hours after the injection, which 
is made deep enough to get it beneath the skin, but no 
harm is done to the person who is vaccinated. We give 
two vaccinations at intervals of from ten days to two 
weeks apart. This vaccine is designed to prevent the 
taking of typhoid, and not as a curative. It would not 
do to give it in typhoid cases, as that might be danger- 
ous; but as a preventive it is perfectly harmless and 
successful.” Full figures showing its prophylactic effi- 
cacy are being prepared for the annual report of the 
Surgeon General.

The new Generalissimo of the French Army, General 
Tremeau, proposes to develop the military aviation serv- 
ice, believing that the aeroplane, working in connection 
with the dirigible balloon, furnishes a means for de- 
termining quickly the forces and positions of a hostile 
army. Rising above the range of artillery, positions can 
be observed, photographed, and details of an enemy’s 
movements noted and reported to headquarters’ by 
wireless telegraph or otherwise. This is in the line of 
possibilities, and it gives no encouragement to the wild 
talk of havoc to be wrought from balloons by guns and 
torpedoes with which penny-a-liners are exploiting them- 
selves with discredit alike to their knowiedge and their 
common sense. We see it stated that the German gov- 
ernment hesitates to purchase Zeppelin III. because of 
doubt as to its real military value. The trained soldiers 
of the German army who would settle this question cher- 
ish no delusions as to the possibilities of making a gun 
platform of an unstable balloon and using aviation for 
any other purpose than scouting, or possibly conveying 
small parties into an enemy’s country to secure a posi- 
tion covering the advance of an attacking force. But, 
as Major B. Baden-Powell, of the British army, has said, 
“When we have thousands of such machines, each capa- 
ble of carrying two or three men, then we can seriously 
discuss whether they can be utilized for the transporting 
of an army, and even taking it across the sea.” Here 
the established principle, that where you mine you can 
countermine, comes into play.

The fascination of aviation has pervaded the Army. 
and it will not be long before numerous aeroplanes will 
be demonstrated to the world. A young engineer officer 
who is stationed at a well known post on the Pacific 
Coast has for the past year amused himself in his 
spare time by observing the flight and poise of gulls. To 
do this to best advantage he built a small pier out into 
the ocean and stood up some long poles to the top of 
which he fastened from day to day small quantities of 
meat. Then he constructed for himself a small caboose 
on his pier and sat himself down to watch the gulls. He 
took notes amply and evolved many principles of the 
phenomena of flight, which he has now put to use in 
preparations for an attempt to reach the upper regions 
en bis own account. He had made an aeroplane, and 
on the expiration of his present leave, which he is spend- 
ing in the East, making a visit to his mother and friends, 
he will proceed to put the results of his interesting study 
to use in flight. This aviator is of the belief that the 
best ultimate motor for the aeroplane will be a gaso- 
line turbine.

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In the Japanese army, says the London Army and 
Navy Gazette, the organization of the Brigade of Com- 
munication Troops, under the command of General 
Ota, will be completed by December. The new brigade 
will include a regiment of railway troops (three bat- 
talions),/a telegraph battalion, a balloon corps and a 
searchlight section, together with the personnel of the 
depots and stores for the requisite plant and materials. 
A writer in the Novoe Vremya draws attention to the 
development of Japanese military power since the war 
in Manchuria. Whereas Japan was then able to place 
1,000,000 men in the field, she could now raise three 
times that number. Including the troops in Formosa, 
seven divisions have been added, making a total of 
twenty divisions. The infantry has been rearmed with 
a rifle of great muzzle velocity, and each regiment has 
been provided with a battery of machine guns of im- 
proved type. The field artillery has received a superior 
class of quick-firing gun, fitted with steel shields, which 
was made in the Osaka arsenal on modified Krupp 
specifications. Two brigades of heavy field artillery 
have been formed, armed with 10.5 ¢e.m. (4.13 in.) guns, 
designed by General Arisaka from a model by Krupp. 
These have an effective range of nearly six miles. 





“The Government Ownership of Diplomatic and Con- 
sular Buildings and Their Equipment” is the rather long 
tille of a pointed article in the September number of 
The North American Review, by Capt. F. M. Barber, 
U.S.N., who, as naval attaché at various legations, has 
seen the incor ~nience suffered by American representa- 
tives abroad for lack of proper interest on the part of 
our Government. He says. among other things: “Briefly 
it would seem desirable, first, to send a commission of 
architects abroad to study the local conditions in each 
capital of the world. Then buy land—a whole block-— 
in any heaithy quarter, whether fashionable or not, for 
fashion will follow the flag. Plan the embassy and con- 
sulate general on a corner lot, with offices on one street 
and the ambassadorial residence on the other, with a 
tower at the point, from the top of which the national 
flag may float on proper occasions, instead of being 





stuck out of a window like that of a ship in distress. 
Having an entrance on each street, an arriving and de- 
parting crowd, no matter how large, can be handled with 
facility; whereas with an entrance only on one street 
{three-quarters of an hour for arrival must now be al- 
lowed in a line of carriages at an ordinary diplomatic 
reception, and one hour and a quarter to get away after 
one has said good-by.”

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Our Mare Island correspondent writes that “the 
ordering of Lieut. George F. Neal, of the Cheyenne, to 
Denver for recruiting duty makes auother officer of the 
board appointed to investigate the charges of inefficiency 
preferred against Foreman’ Boilermaker Edward 
Kavanagh by Naval Constr. Holden A. Evans at Mare 
Island Navy Yard who is not available for service at 
this time. The investigation, around which much in- 
terest centered, as it was generally conceded that it was 
merely a means of getting before a naval board the 
alleged failure of Comdr. Clarence A. Carr to co-operate 
with Constructor Evans in the consolidation scheme, 
was suspended when the South Dakota went north, as 
two of the members of the board, Lieut. Comdr. H. O. 
Stickney and Lieut. J. O. Fisher, were attached to that 
cruiser. It was then supposed that the investigation 
would be resumed when the fleet returned to Mare 
Island, but in the interim Lieutenant Fisher has been 
detached and ordered away. Lieutenant Neal, the 
recorder, has left for Denver, and only Capt. John B. 
Milton, of the Independence, the president, and Lieu- 
tenant Commander Stickney were at the yard on Sept. 
1. The latter sailed for the Far East on Sept. 5, and 
no steps have been taken to name other officers to fill 
the vacaney on the board. By many it is believed that 
the entire affair will be quietly dropped.”

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Work on the construction of a model rifle range for 
the United States Marine Corps will be begun this week 
at Stump Neck, on the reservation at Indian Head, Md. 
The work will be done under the direction of Capt. 
William C. Harllee, U.S.M.C., who has been jin charge 
of the camp of instruction for Marine Corps officers and 
men on the range at Sea Girt, N.J. The range at 
Stump Neck will afford the Marine Corps a fine rifle 
range near headquarters. It is expected that the new 
range will be completed by next spring. Stump Neck 
is the low land laying between Indian Head proper and 
the mainland. Careful tests have proven that riflemen 
on a range on the neck will not be endangered by the 
test firing of the big guns on the proving grounds, al- 
though they will be directly in the line of fire. There 
is a difference of nearly fifty feet in elevation between 
the neck and the mainland and headland. The big guns, 
when tested, are fired from the head at steel butts on 
the mainland. he neck affords a fine site for a rifle 
range. There is plenty of level ground, with a fifty-foot 
hill behind the targets for a bullet stop.

It is very much regretted that only two delegates from 
the National Guard of New York have been selected to 
attend the annual convention of the National Guard As- 
sociation of the United States, which begins at Tos 
Angeles, Cal., Sept. 27. The reason for this meager 
showing of New York is due to the fact that there is no 
money available to send more than two delegates, be- 
cause Governor Hughes vetoed the bilt passed by both 
houses of the Legislature last winter, appropriating 
$5,000 for the expenses of the delegates. When it is 
considered that it was due largely to the efforts of the 
National Guard Association of the United States that 
New York has for the past two years received $300,000 
more from the National Government for the state mili- 
tary than it ever got before, the wisdom of the Gov- 
ernor’s veto seems very questionable. New York is en- 
titled to some thirty delegates, and the fact that only two 
can be sent is not very complimentary, especially as 
many states of less wealth will have their full quota of 
delegates present at the convention. 








The new torpedoboat destroyer Flusser is named for 
Lieut. Comdr. Charles W. Flusser, U.S.N., who was the 
senior officer of a squadron of three wooden gunboats, 
one of them a converted ferryboat, which, in co-operating 
in the defense of Plymouth, N.C., on April 19, 1864, 
fought the Confederate ironclad Albemarle. One of Flus- 
ser’s squadren, the Southfield, was sunk: a second, the 
Bombshell, was captured, and his flagship, the Miami, 
was compelled to retreat with Flusser dead on the deck. 
The gallant way in which Flusser sent his wooden vessels 
against an ironclad on the chance of disabling the latter 
by some lucky shot has given his name a high place in 
the annals of the Navy. The Albemarle was finally de- 
Stroyed in her berth by Cushing.

Skill in rifle shooting has increased so much this year 
in the United States, as evidenced by the recent scores 
at Camp Perry, O., and at Sea Girt, N.J., that possible 
scores are getting very common. It is predicted that 
shooting up to 1,500 yards will be inaugurated before 
long, and that as bull’s-eyes are so easily made there 
will have to be more matches limited to bull’s-eyes. 





The Budget Commission of the French Chamber of 
Deputies has decided to increase to $100,000 the credit 
asked by the Minister of War for the purchase and 
maintenance of military dirigible balloons, 
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AUDITOR FOR NAVY DEPARTMENT. 


In his annual report for the year ending June 30, 
1909, the Auditor for the Navy Department says: 

“Any complaint that might be lodged by disbursing 
officers or claimants as to delay in the settlement of ac- 
counts or claims can correctly be attributed to causes 
and conditions over which I have no control whatever. 
On June 30 there was not a single unsettled claim over 
a month old except those awaiting information or proof 
which the claimants were required to furnish. Claims 
submitted with the necessary evidence are settled with 
practically no delay.- Of the purchasing pay accounts, 
with a single exception, all those covering periods of time 
to Sept. 30, 1908, inclusive, were settled, and twenty- 
five per cent. of all others for subsequent periods have 
been audited. Of the accounts of pay officers of ships 
and stations, all these pertaining to previous fiscal years 
have been settled, and only 51 of the 266 first quarter, 
1909, accounts remained unsettled, and every one of 
these was under settlement, while fifty per cent. of all 
received for periods of time subsequent to Sept. 30, 1908, 
have been audited. In this connection’ it is to be noted 
that there has been a very material increase in the num- 
ber of this class of accounts rendered for settlement. 
Most of these are rendered quarterly, and the fact should 


not be lost sight of that a July account, for instance, 
included in a quarterly return is never received by the 
auditor before the end of October, and if from a remote 
station from one to two months later. These accounts 
are rendered directly to the auditor by the disbursing 
officers, not being submitted to administrative examina- 
tion. They come from all parts of the world, and their 
diversities are unlimited, For these reasons, as well as 


the peculiar conditions surrounding their preparation, 
they are not always rendered in the format and correct 
manner that would be possible were the disbursing offi- 


cers in closer touch with the two departments whose 
agents they are and were working conditions always 
normal.”

PETER BORSETH. 


The cable on Aug. 12 announced the death at his old 
home in Norway of Col. Peter Borseth, Philippine 
Constabulary. As one who was his comrade in early 
manhood, when he wore the blue of the old 4th Infantry, 
and who was even more closely associated with him in 
his later years of great usefulness to his adopted coun- 
try, I should be untrue to a friendship of more than 
twenty years did IT not pay a slight tribute to the memory 
of Peter Borseth. Of good family in Bergen, Norway, 
he came to America as a youth and enlisted in Company 
IR. 4th Infantry. He was a splendid young soldier. 
After a return of some years to civil life, he heard the 
call in ’98, and again sought the colors in a Regular 
regiment, the 14th Infantry. He served with it in the 
Thilippines and China, and as sergeant major was dis- 
charged at Pekin, taking a place with Captain Byron 
and later with Gen. C. F. Humphrey as clerk, On the 
organization of the Constabulary in 1901 he was ap- 
pointed a captain and assigned as senior inspector of 
the turbulent province of Leyte. On the removal of the 
American Governor there for cause, Borseth was ap- 
pointed to the place. At the end of his appointive term 
he was elected by the Leyte people for another two years. 
His service as Governor was eminently creditable and 
successful. Leyte was pacified; honesty prevailed and 
justice was done. Few white men have so well been 
able to win and retain the esteem and affection of respect- 
able Filipinos as Colonel Borseth. After his last term 
as Governor he served as a Constabulary officer, com- 
manding with notable success the District of Southern 
Luzon, which includes Samar. After continuous service 
in the tropics for more than ten years, he went on leave 
in ill health last November, and now the end has come. 

He was a fine type. Tall and erect, in his stalwart 
youth he was ore of the handsomest soldiers in the 4th 
Infantry. Earnest and honest all his days, energetic and 
of good judgment. he was peculiarly well fitted for ad- 
ministrative police work among a subject people. He 
was a worthy descendant of the old Norse Vikings, from 
whom he sprang, and his untimely death is a great loss 
to the Constabulary and the Insular Government. 

As a friend he never knew a disloyal thought, and 
raany a heart will be saddened by the thought that 
Rarseth is no more. J. G. H. 


ASSINNIBOINE—LARGHB AND LONELY. 
Fort Assinniboine, Mont., Sept. 2, 1909. 

From this old post, Fort Assinniboine, on the biggest 
Army reservation in the world (168,000 acres), started 
the annual autumn “hike” of twenty-one days at a 
little past six this a.m., four Infantry companies, 
officers, hospital ambulance and baggage train marching 
out through the foothills back of the post, east and south, 
the noise of the fording of the creek coming back on 
the breeze for some time to those left behind. After- 
ward, higher up, the command strung out like a row 
of beads, discernible only by the point of light between 
each unit—hills and soldiers in color all one; the last 
visible moving mites rounding the shoulder of the long 
spur are the white-covered wagons of the baggage train. 
About forty animals do the work of this hike; mules 
for freight, horses for commanding officers and orderlies. 
Three weeks of travel, and that with only hoof trans- 
portation, is long—moving every day but Saturdays and 








Sundays. The command will get east enough to see the 
Missouri river. Couriers will come in and go out semi- 
occasionally. 

When people talk of the “passing of the frontier” 
to one who has just returned from the southern islands 
of the Philippines and immediately taken up a residence 
in these wastes of the Northern Rockies, the words have 
absolutely no significance—the frontier ‘‘is,’”’ fixed, grim! 
Here we cannot move except by wagon, the vastness of 
the prairie has the round horizon line to stop the vision— 
the devastating winds cause one constant fight against 
Nature. At this unfortunate moment a smal] Infantry 
battalion is lost in a big regimental Cavalry post, with 
band barracks and corrals, commensurate (no band ever 
solaces a single battalion). So all the empty barracks 
and officers’ quarters stare hollow-eyed at silent military 
formations, punctuated here and there with four thin 
bugles, echoing solitarily. 

This magnificent number of acres ‘is so devoid of 
water (in winter it is Finnegan water, “On again, off 
again,” every two hours through day and night because 
of scarcity) that an otherwise magnificent largeness for 


maneuvers is waste land; in maneuvering the one and , 


only stream cannot be continually hugged, so no maneu- 
vers. The utilitarian thing would be throwing open 
the reservation to the dry farming idea—dividing the 
land among farmers. 

A long silence settles down on the five “girls” left 
behind in this vast entourage, their protectors consisting 
of a lieutenant quartermaster, a lieutenant on sick re- 
port and a lieutenant surgeon. The rest of the in- 
habitants are a handful of extra duty men, the post- 
master, the messenge.r and the empty buildings brood 
over all. Hlowever, there is material for two tables of 
bridge, and some uncommonly pleasant and _ traveled 
people are among the devoted eight. Marooned socially, 
few animals to take us round, lacking just one in number 
for a baseball nine (therefore no excursions to play 
neighboring prairie dog organizations)—yet we hope and 
expect to emerge from the long silence “all friends.’ 

And to think New York is in the world! To think 
that it really is where it always is, “all there,” with 
gayety and sound and movement and many people—so 
cheerful and friendly—prairies are not friendly. 

ONE OF THE LONE EIGHT. 

P.S.—Communications hoped for from other eights: 
though, as this is the biggest Army reservation in the 
world, no other eight can be quite so lonely. 


NORTH POLE AS A MILITARY STATION. 
To THE Eprror OF THE ARMY AND Navy JOURNAL: 

It is with regret that I see by the newspapers that 
Dr. Cook has found the North Pole; this means that 
there will be a military station locatet at the Pole, to 
be garrisoned by the Coast Artillery, as has always been 
the case when new territory has been acqutred. Witness 
the sending of Co. M, 3d Artillery, Captain Freyes, to 
California, via Cape Horn, in 1847, and of two com- 
panies cf the Ist Artillery to Oregon, via Cape Horn 
and the Sandwich Islands, in 1849—a short trip of 
a six months; and of the 2d Artillery to Alaska in 
Oot. 

The Pole possesses many good features for an Army 
station: First, it is inaccessible; second, it would be 
a disagreeable station; third, fuel, forage and light are 
scarce; fourth, contractors would fatter on their trans- 
portation contracts: fifth, it would be a good station to 
send officers to who are persona non grata at the War 
Department. s.

WHAT THE PEOPLE OF HAVRE THINK. 


To THE EpiTor OF THE ARMY AND Navy JOURNAL: 

I notice in your columns that someone, somewhere, 
has intimated that the people of Havre, Mont., were 
opposed to the coming of the 10th Cavalry to Fort 
Assinniboine and that the editor at that place can find 
no recollection of such opposition. He is quite correct 
in assuming that no such feeling existed. I suppose 
this matter is ‘now a “dead horse”; but to make sure 
that it is, I will say that I served at Fort Assinniboine 
for five years and four months, that period antedating 





the coming of a squadron of the 10th Cavalry (from 
Arizona, May, 1892) by six months. Havre came into 
existence in 1891, and it was my privilege to know the 
pioneers very well indeed. I preached the first Protestant 
sermon, organized the first Sunday school and delivered 
the first Fourth of July oration, at the instance of those 
pioneers. I possess a gold-headed cane, a treasure be- 
stowed by the people of Havre—a memento of those 
years. I mention these things as evidence that I knew 
what was going on in that rising railway town. Now, 
if there had been any sort of resentment entertained 
against colored troops—either the 10th Cavalry or later 
the battalion of the 25th Infantry—I should have known 
all about it. ‘Twelve years have slipped away since I 
knew those regiments. I have pleasant_ memories of 
both. I know they were good then, and I believe they 
are good now. :

DEPICTING MILITARY SCENES. 


Even the best of painters are liable to error when de- 
picting military scenes on account of their unfamiliarity 
with details of dress, etc., and their failure to understand 
the importance of correct attire in martial matters. 
Verestchagin, the distinguished Russian painter, whose 
works are generally remarkable for their realism, com- 
mitted a great blunder in his painting representing 
British artillerymen attired in tunics and helmets of a 
quite modern type blowing rebel Sepoys from a gun 
during the Jndian mutiny, when the dress of the gunners 
was of an entirely different character. Much fun is 
made to-day of the presence of newspaper photographers 
with armies and expeditions, but in the Napoleonic wars 
it was by no means unusual for an artist of reputation 
to follow armies with a view to producing military de- 
signs. Such a one was John Clark, a landscape painter, 
who was known as “Waterloo Clark,” from the scenes 
on the field of battle which he drew almost immediately 
after its termination. Thomas Heaphy, in his time a 
much-talked-of painter, was with the British army in 
the Peninsula, where he painted the portraits of many 
officers, and continued with the army to the end of 
the war. Thackeray’s illustrations to Vanity Fair are 
hardly accurate as regards military uniform. He, how- 
eever, expressly said that he did not represent his char- 
acters in the dress of Waterloo days because he con- 
sidered it unattractive. Benjamin West, in his picture 
of the death of General Wolfe at Quebec, first had the 
courage to abandon the classic costume in which artists 
of the eighteenth century were wont to depict their 
heroes. T’he success of this painter, who was an Amcr- 
ican, in adopting a modern and appropriate dress broke 
through what often was too ridiculous a tradition, and 
established the present mode of treating heroic subjects. 
West came to his decision despite the advice of Sir 
Joshua Reynolds, president of the Royal Academy, and 
the Archbishop of York. The old practice had been to 
clothe heroes of modern battles in the costumes of the 
Greeks and Romans, but the American was too practical 
to follow this lead. Sir Joshua subsequently retracted 
his objections and proclaimed West’s change as an epoch- 
making innovation. No painter was more accurate in 
his portrayal of military events than Copley, who, when 
he undertook to paint the repulse and defeat of the 
Spanish batteries at Gibraltar, actually went to Han- 
over to sketch the heads of the German officers who 
formed part of the garrison. 





ARMY ITEMS OF INTEREST. 

From Jackson Barracks, Sept. 3, 1909, Lieut. Col. 
Stephen M. Foote, C.A., U.S.A., writes to us, saying: 
“About the middle of June, this year, a rather nice- 
appearing, plausible young fellow went into one of the 
large department stores in New Orleans, and while 
transacting some business presented and received pay- 
ment for a check for $40, dated June 8, drawn on the 
Bank of Southern California, Los Angeles, Cal., in 
favor of FE. M. Farland and signed R. Palm. This 
check was indorsed E. M. Farland. The whole check, 
which was made out and indorsed in a scraggy, amateur 
fashion, was returned June 16 indorsed “No funds; no 
account.” In identifying himself the man presented his 
ecard, which was a cheap affair, rather heavy repp paper 
than cardboard, and had the name prtated instead of 
engraved. ‘The card was in the following form, which, 
of course, is very different from the customary officer’s 
visiting card: ‘Lieut. Earl McFarland, U.S.A.’ It will 
be noted that there is no designation showing the branch 
of the Service, and that this card could not have im- 
posed upon anyone who is accustomed to seeing an 
officer’s visiting card. It will be noted also that the 
check presented did not strictly conform to the card, 
inasmuch as it was drawn in favor of E. M. Farland, 
instead of E. McFarland, and was indorsed the same 
way. Of course, these people are anxious to get hold 
of the impostor to prosecute him, and I want to ask if 
you will kindly let me know if you have heard of any 
trace of the man, as it appears that he has been operating 
in different parts of the country. And in case you should 
hear at any time, I would be very much obliged if you 
will let me know, and I will notify the interested parties 
in the city. I can assure you of the due appreciation 
on the part of the Army of your ‘detect:ve work’ in this 
matter.” The impostor referred to is supposed to be 
identical with the one who has been fmpersonating 
Lieutenant Thompson, U.S.A. The Department of Justice 
is investigating the matter, and officers having informa- 
tion that may assist in locating the man should make 
the faet known. 

Q.M. Sergt. Eugene F. Heim, Co. A, 5th U.S. Inf., 
a veteran of the Spanish war and of the Philippine 
insurrections, a soldier without a mark to his discredit 
after years of service in the Army, committed suicide 
in old Fort Jay, on Governors Island, N.Y., Sept. 4, by 
shooting himself in the right tempnle with an Army 
revolver. He had ben dead several hours when his 
absence was noted by Ist Lieut. H. H. Pritchett, 5th 
Inf., commanding Company A, who missed him while 
making his rounds during the morning inspection. Heim 
was married. 

Corpl. Lisle B. Crabtree, Troop B, 2d U.S. Cav., who 
shot and killed Capt. John C. Raymond, of the same 
regiment, at Fort Des Moines, Iowa, last June, was 
sentenced by the G.C.M. which tried him at Fort Crook, 
Neb., to imprisonment for life.

First Lieut. Basil G. Moon, 111th Co. C.A.C., sta- 
tioned at Fort Dade, Fla., has been undergoing court- 
martial at Fort McPherson, Ga., this week, on charges 
preferred by the commander of the Department of the 
Gulf, involving alleged dilatoriness of the officer in official 
correspondence, and also in failing to return text-books 
borrowed by him for purposes of study. Lieutenant 
Moon, aside from the allegations made, has an excellent 
reputation as an officer, and it is said that no more 
serious charge has been made against him. 





There was a conference at the Navy Department Sept. 
7 between Acting Secretary Winthrop and a delegation 
of citizens of Norfolk, Portsmouth, Newport News and 
Fort Monroe, Va., regarding health conditions in that 
vicinity, and the question whether the men of the At- 
lantic Fleet were to have shore leave after target prac- 
tice. The impression has obtained there that the Navy 
is purposely denying shore leave to the men of Admiral 
Schroeder’s Atlantic Fleet because of the possibilities 
of typhoid infection. The visitors included Representa- 
tive Maynard, National Committeeman Martin, the 
health officers of the several localities and various officials 
and business men. They presented Mr. Winthrop with 
data showing that the health conditions were better 
now than for years, and the mortality was lower than 
ever before, and generally that the situation was much 
improved over former years. Mr. Maynard said, after 
the interview, that he was of the opinion that the men 
of the fleet will be granted a short leave of absence as 
soon as target practice is completed, and before the 
ships leave for the South. There are no conditions 
ashore, he said, to give any reasonable excuse for not 
granting that privilege. Mr. Winthrop told his visitors 
that the question of granting leave to the men was gen- 
erally left to the admiral in command, acting on the 
advice of the fleet surgeon. He referred the health offi- 
cers accompanying the delegation to the Bureau of 
Medicine and Surgery for conference with Surg. William 
C. Braisted, its assistant chief, where the matter could 
be fully thrashed out. It is understood that shore leave 
will be granted, but under a new order that all men 
must return to quarters at sunset, and petty officers 
will be held responsible in seeing that the men do not 
patronize drinking places and certain cheap ice cream 
saloons and confectionery stores where disease infection 
is possible.

The President has approved the sentence of dismissal 
imposed by general court-martial at Denver, Colo., on 
ist Lieut. Clarence S. Nettles, U.S.A., retired, and he 
has ceased to be an officer of the Army. Lieutenant 
Nettles was tried on charges preferred by Brig. Gen. 
Earl D. Thomas, commanding the Department cf the 
Colorado, and which we fully reported some time ago, 
among them being failure to pay private debts, false- 
hood in statements made to General Thomas in regard 
to his obligations, and also the act of giving a worthless 
check in the payment of a debt. He is a native of 
South Carolina, and first entered the Service as an en- 
listed man in the 2d South Carolina Volunteer Infantry 


during the Spanish war, and was promoted to quarter- 
master sergant and lieutenant. He was subsequently 
commissioned a lieutenant in the 20th U.S. Infantry, 
was transferred in June, 1905, to the 25th Infantry, 
and on July 27 to the 21st Infantry, and on Oct. 27, 
1908, was retired for disability incurred in the line of 
duty. Mr. Nettles for several years had a detail in 
the J.A. General’s Department. Since his retirement 
he has been practicing law in Denver.

We have received a copy of the decision of the Court 
of First Instance for the Province of Cavite, P.I., in the 
ease of Thomas Kearney, a private soldier of Co. D, 
C.A., condemned to life imprisonment for killing, on 
June 28, 1909, the first sergeant of his company, George 
Weuber, while in his bed in quarters at Fort Mills, 
Corregidor Island. The court found that the accused had 
been reduced from quartermaster sergeant to second class 
private in consequence of a report made by the deceased 
that, on being reprimanded for tardiness at meals, he 
had made a defiant reply. The result of brooding over 
this punishment, by loss of prestige and position and 
reduction of his compensation by more than one-half, 
resulted in a condition of excitement which, in the 
judgment of the court, offers sufficient extenuation to 
justify something less -than the extreme penalty for 
murder. ‘The accused, Thomas Kearney, is therefore 
condemned to the penalty of cadena perpetua (life im- 
prisonment), to indemnify the heirs of the deceased, 
George Heuber, in the sum of $1,000, and to pay the 
costs of this prosecution.”

The War Department has assigned Capt. Joseph F. 
Siler, M.C., U.S.A., to make an investigation of the out- 
break of pellagra in the State Hospital at Peoria, Ill. 
It is a kind of elephantiasis, or enlargement of certain 
parts of the body, often recurrent in the spring and com- 
mon in southern Europe among the peasantry, and sup- 
posed to have been brought to this country by Italian 
immigrants. The ailment is generally confined to the 
poorer classes. It begins with indefinite digestive dis- 
turbances and insomnia, but as it progresses there occurs 
an eruption of the skin, followed by suppuration and 
the formation of dark crusts. Of patients in the 
Milan (Italy) lunatic asylum, in 1827, one-third were 
afflicted with pellagra, and in 1784 one out of every 





‘twenty, and in 1817 one of every five or six of the popu- 


lation presented symptoms of the disease. Six deaths 
are ascribed to it in Durham, N.C. Examination of the 
blood of a powerful negro having the disease in the most 
aggravated form revealed a distinct organism. The theory 
that the disease has its origin in corn has been aban- 
doned.

Naval Constr. D. C. Nutting, U.S.N., assistant to the 
Chief of the Bureau of Construction and Repair, re- 
turned this week from participation in the maneuvers 
of the naval reserves of Michigan, Illinois, New York, 
Ohio and Minnesota.

Lieut. Col. John A. Hull and Major Blanton Winship, 
of the Judge Advocate General’s Department, U.S.A., 
after a ten days’ argument with the farmers of Southern 
Massachusetts in an attempt to settle up all the real 
and alleged claims for damages made against the United 
States Government as a result of the recent “Red and 
Blue” war in that state, arrived in New York Sept. 4 
to attend to some pressing departmental work, pending 
another attempt to square matters in the Bay State. 
The spot cash settlement worked like a charm in most 
cases, but in some others greedy farmers held back in 
the hopes of getting larger sums. The farmers who had 
valid claims for damages were the exceptions rather than 
the rule. They were easy to settle with, and in most 
cases their claims were not exorbitant. It was the fellow 
with the hazy claim that caused most of the trouble. 





The Navy Department has come into possession of two 
interesting relics of the fight between the Constitution 
and the Guerriere. These are two oil paintings, by some 
unknown painter, that were fastened as decorative panels 
in the cabin of the Guerriere. The canvases are of the 
old-time, hand-laid linen, looking as strong and fresh 
as if made in the last few years. The painting is crude 
and quaint, but at the same time displays some degree 
of artistic attainment. The scenes represent, in one, the 
temple of Concordia at Segesti, and in the other a temple 
suppose: to be standing near Naples, Italy. The pic- 
tures are the gift of Mr. Isaac Hull Platt, of New York 
city, a lineal descendant of Commodore Hull, who com- 
manded the Constitution. 


The West Point cadets held their first 1909 football 
practice on Sept. 4. The squad numbers ninety-nine 
men, of whom forty are plebes, eight are veterans of 
last year’s game wiih the Navy, and twelve have won 
their “A.” The schedule of Saturday games, beginning 
Oct. 2, is as follows: Tufts, Trinity, Yale, Lehigh, Har- 
vard, Springfield (Mass.)

A large 
number of medals and prizes will be given the winning 
competitors. Under the auspices of five large coal com- 
panies operating through the anthracite region, upward 
of 14,000 miners have come under training in the matter 
of first aid, and from their number the various teams 
sere the intercompany competition have been se- 
ected. 








The American Railway Association, under whose 
auspices Col. Beverly W. Dunn, Ord. Dept., U.S.A., has 
been employed for the past three years, has issued a new 
manual of regulations for the transportation of explo- 
sives, inflammable articles and acids, with a complete 
set of label forms to be employed in the transportation 
of such articles, and the manual is now being supplied 
to officers of the Army and Navy ordnance services. The 
completeness and exhaustive care shown in framing these 
regulations to anticipate every possible contingency of 
accident reflect great credit upon Colonel Dunn and 
those associated with him. 


Some of the Apache chieftains at Fort Sill, Oklahoma, 
have had occasion to complain of depredations upon their 
small herds of cattle, and recently some of their cattle 
were killed by marauding cowmen. Question as to 
whether these Indians had any lega) status, or how they 
should go about seeking edress having come up, it has 
been decided that First Lieut.

RECENT DBRATHS. 


Capt. Samuel C. Lemly, U.S.N., retired, died of 
hardening of the arteries at the Government Hospital 
for the Insane, at Anacostia, Md., about seven o’clock 
p.m., Sept. 3, 1909. He had been in bad health for 
many months and was known to be gradually getting 
worse. Because of the steady decline in his physical 
condition, his friends were not much surprised by his 
death. Captain Lemly was a native of North Carolina, 
and was appointed a midshipman at the Naval Academy 
from that state in June, 1869. He was promoted ensign 
in 1874, master in 1880, lieutenant junior grade in 1883, 
lieutenant in 1886, and captain in 1892. Among other 
duties he served on the Atlantic Station, 1872-6; Essex, 
South Atlantic Station, 1876-9; Palos, Asiatic Station, 
1881-3, and was on special duty at the Navy Department, 
1883-6. He was an officer aboard the Thetis, which, 
with two other ships, made up the Greely relief expedi- 
tion to the Arctic regions in 1884. Capt. W. S. Schley, 
now rear admiral, on the retired list, was the command- 
ing officer of the squadron, with the Thetis as his flag- 
ship. Captain Lemly was on the Trenton, of the 
Pacific Station, 1886-8; Enterprise, of the European 
Squadron, 1888-90. He was appointed Judge Advocate 
General June 5, 1892, and was retired June 17, 1902, 
for disability incident to the Service. He was judge 
advocate of the court of inquiry convened at the request 
of Rear Admiral W. 8S. Schley, relative to the naval 
battle off Santiago in 1898. Captain Lemly, as a wit 
and raconteur, is said to have had few, if any. equals 
in the naval establishment. He spent much of his time 
in Washington, and was commissioned Judge Advocate 
General for three successive terms, a period of twelve 
years, serving in that capacity even after his transfer 
to the retired list, June 17, 1902. He feaves a widow 
and a daughter who is attending school. Mrs. Lemly 
was a Miss Milliken, of Washington, D.C. She has 
apartments at the Westover. The remains were buried 
in Arlington National Cemetery Sept. 6, 1909. The 
honorary pallbearers were Capt. W. F. Halsey, U.S.N.; 
Capt. A. G. Winterhalter, U.S.N.; Comdr. Ww. 
Dyson, U.S.N.; Med. Dir. G. E. H. Harmon, U.S.N.; 
Paymr. David Potter, U.S.N.; Col. C. H. Lauchheimer, 
U/S.M.C. Funeral services were held at St. John’s 
Episcopal Church amid a profusion of floral offerings. 
The church services were conducted by the Rev. Dr. 
Walter Davenport Buckner, of Pine Bluff, Ark. 

The friends of Capt. P. C. Harris, General Staff, 
U.S.A., and Mrs. Harris will sympathize with them in 
the loss of their elder son, Bayard Guthrie Harris, who 
passed away on the morning of Sept. 4 at their residence 
in Washington, D.C. “Bayard,” writes a correspondent, 
“was a youth of much promise, having almost completed 
the fourteenth year of his life. His last illness was of 
less than a week’s duration.” The interment was on 
Sept. 6 in the family lot in Princeton Cemetery, N.J., 
where lie the bodies of General Bayard, who lost his 
life in the Civil War, and of Mrs. Guthrie, the mother 
of Mrs. Harris and the sister of General Bayard, and 
of Major Guthrie, her father, who was badly wounded 
in the Spanish-American War. Services were conducted 
at the cemetery by the Rev. Dr. George stobinson, a re- 
tired chaplain of the Army.

First Lieut. Albert B. Henderson, Med. Dept., 
U.S.A., retired, died at Denver, Colo.. Aug. 28, 1909. 
He was born in Canada, March 22, 1877, and was ap- 
pointed an assistant surgeon in the Army June 29, 1901, 
having previously served in the Hospital Corps of the 
Army as a private, and also in the 31st Michigan Volun- 
teers in 1898. He was retired for disability incident to 
the Service June 30, 1904. 

Mr. Charles Rethers, father of Capt. Harry F. 
Log at 9th U.S. Inf., died at San Francisco, Cal., Aug. 
=U, 3 
Col. Celsus Price, son of Gen, Sterling Price, U.S.V., 
and serving on his staff in the Civil War, died at St. 
Louis, Mo., Sept. 6, aged sixty-eight. He left the Uni- 
versity of Virginia to enter the Confederate Army and 
after the war joined Maximilian’s forces in Mexico. 
Twenty years ago he began to study Eastern religions, 
and since then he had lived as a man of mystery, dis- 
appearing at one time for several years, during which 
he is supposed to have gore to the fountain head of the 
Orientalism he studied. 

Capt. Charles W. P. Collins, who died at Leaven- 
worth, Kas., Aug. 15, was the father of Mrs. Anderson, 
wife of Capt. Alvord Van P. Anderson, 6th U.S. Cav. 
Captain Collins was horn at Lancaster. Pa.. and served 
with a Pennsylvania Regiment during the Civil War. 

Mrs. Mary F.. Howard, mother of Mrs. Johnson, wife 
of Major Franklin O. Tohnson, U.S.A., died at Washing- 
ton, D.C., Sept. 2, 1909. 

Mrs, Catherine T. Forrest, mother of Mrs. Orr, wife 
of Paymr. Robert H. Orr, U.S.N., died at Lewes, Del., 
Aug. 31, 1909. 

The remains of the late Comdr. John A. Dougherty, 
of the U.S.S. Rainbow, who died recently in Tokio, 
Japan, after a brief illness of five days, and which were 
embalmed for the purpose of being sent to America for 
interment, were removed from the mortnary at Bubbling 
Well Cemetery and taken on board the P.M. steamer 
Manchuria for transshipment to the United States. Pre- 
ceeded by an escort of Sikh troopers, the cortége was 
joined by detachments of sailors and marines from the 
various American warships in port, as well as a party 
from the German cruiser Jaguar. who brought a hand- 
some wreath. Lieut. Col. A. A. S. Barnes, commandant, 
S.V.C., and Capt. S. A. Ransom, American Co., S.V.C., 
were in the cortége, and they were followed by Messrs. 
F. D. Cheshire, American Consul General at large; P. 
Heintzelman, Acting American Consul General; A. RB. 
Bassett, District Attorney; Dr. F. E. Hinckley, clerk 
of the U.S. Court for China, and several others. When 
the municipal pontoon was reached the sailors and 
marines marched past the remains. The coffin was then 
carried on board the waiting tender. the men standing 
the while with arms at present. When the body was 
on board a bugler blew the customary call for the occa- 
sion.

She 
was Miss Trenholm, of Charleston, S.C. 

Col. Joel Benedict Erhardt, a veteran of the Civil 
War, formerly Collector of the Port of New York, 
Police Commissioner, United States Marshal and holder 
of other offices, died suddenly of angina pectoris at his 
room in the Union League Club, New York city, Sept. 
8, 1909. He had been complaining of rheumatism for 
several days, but earlier in the evening talked cheerfully 
with friends in the club and showed no symptoms of 
illness. At the outbreak of the Civil] War Mr. Erhardt 
enlisted in the Seventh Regiment of the New York 
National Guard, and at the expiration of his enlistment 
re-entered the Service in the Ist Vermont Cavalry. Dur- 
ing the draft riots in 1863 he was Provost Marshal in 
the Fourth Congressianal District of New York. 

Brig. Gen. Francis C. Armstrong, a veteran of the 
Confederate Army, whose home was at 1912 Sunderland 
place, Washington, D.C., died on Sept. 8 at the summer 
home of his daughter, Mrs. Archibald Barklie, Bar 
Harbor, Me. General Armstrong was born at the 
Choctaw agency, Indian Territory, in 1835. He entered 
the U.S. Army as a second lieutenant in the 2d Dragoons 
June 7, 1855, and resigned from the Army Aug. 13, 
1861, while captain in the 2d Cavalry, to enter the 
Confederate Service. While in the U.S. Army he served 
in the Indian campaigns in Texas, Kansas and Nebraska, 
and afterward was ordered to accompany Gen. Albert 
Sydney Johnson to Utah, where the Mormons were defy- 
ing the laws of the Federal Government. His last 
battle in the Confederate Service was fought at Selma, 
Ala., and he surrendered to General Canby, of the 
Union forces. 

Gen. Edward M. McCook, a veteran of the Civil War, 
ex-Governor of Colorado and former Minister of the 
United States to Hawaii, died at the Chicago Baptist 
Hospital, Chicago, Ill., Sept. 9, from Bright’s disease. 
A brother, Gen. Anson G. McCook, U.S.V., of New 
York, was with him when he died. A cousin, Major 
Gen, Alexander McD. McCook, U.S.A., died several 
years ago. 

Mr. George D. Hussey, father of Lieut. Comdr. C. 
L. Hussey, U.S.N., died at Rochester, N.H., Sept. 3, 
1909, aged seventy-eight years. 

Mrs. C. W. Thornton, sister of Lieut. Comdr. J. P. 
Norton, U.S.N., died on Sept. 9 at Kansas City, Mo. 





LIEUTENANT GENERAL CORBIN. 

Lieut. Gen. Henry C. Corbin, U.S.A., retired, died in 
Roosevelt Hospital, New York city, Sept. 8, 1909, after 
an operation for a renal disorder. Mrs. Corbin and 
Myron T. Herrick, formerly Governor of Ohio, were at 
the bedside when death came. General Corbin had been 
suffering for two years from the ailment which ended 
his life, but it was not thought his condition was serious 
and his death was unexpected. Accompanied by Mrs. 
Corbin and his daughter, Mrs. Usher Parsons, of Ards- 
ley, N.Y., he went to Carlsbad for treatment last June, 
and the waters there seemed to have improved his health. 
After two weeks’ stay he returned to England, where 
the trouble recurred, and he proceeded to Paris to con- 
sult with physicians. While he was there the affection 
became more serious, and he decided to return to 
America. He arrived at New York Sept. 5 and went 
to Roosevelt Hospital to undergo an operation. The 
operation was performed Tuesday morning, Sept. 7. Fol- 
lowing it the General revived, and the work of the 
surgeon was regarded as a success, but about midnight 
of Tuesday a weakness of the heart developed, and death 
ensued just before daybreak. The following is a brief 
record of General Corbin’s military service, an apprecia- 
tion of his services appearing in another column. 

He was born in Clermont county, Ohio, Sept. 15, 
1842, and was reared on a farm. He was educated in 
the common schools and studied law, 1860-1; in 1862, 
entered the Union Army as second lieutenant, 79th Ohio 
Volunteers, being nineteen years of age; with Army of 
the Cumberland until close of war, holding all grades 
from second lieutenant to colonel and brevet brigadier 
general, Volunteers; mustered out of Volunteer Service 
and entered Regular Army as second lieutenant, 17th 
U.S. Infantry, May, 1866; promoted captain, 1867; 
served ten years on the plains in Kansas, New Mexico, 
Arizona and Texas; in March, 1877, was detailed for 
duty at Executive Mansion; secretary, Sitting Bull 
Commission; with President Garfield at the time he 
was shot and was at his bedside at Elberon, N.J., where 
he died; appointed, 1880, major and assistant adjutant 
general, and has since served in that Department, being 
promoted to the grade of brigadier general when ap- 
pointed Adjutant General, U.S.A., Feb. 25, 1898. In 
recognition of his services and the part he took in the 
war with Spain, Congress, in 1900, conferred upon him 
the rank of major general, and in 1906 he was appointed 
lieutenant general. He was married in Washington 
Nov. 6, 1901, to Miss Edith Agnes Patten. Commanded 
Atlantic Division, 1904; conducted Army maneuvers, 
Manassas, Va., September, 1904; commanded Philippines 
Division from 1904 to 1906; retired Sept. 15, 1906. He 
was a member of the Military Order of the Loyal Legion 
and Sons of the American Revolution. An interesting 
part of General Cerbin’s Civil War history is that in 
November, 1863, he took a majority in the 14th 
(Colored) Infantry, one of several regiments just 
organized. This regiment gave a good account of itself 
all through Tennessee, Georgia and Alabama, achieving 
notable distinction at the battles of Nashville, Clevelaad, 
Decatur and Pulaski, and in the pursuit of Hood’s Army. 
General Corbin followed the fortunes of this regiment 
till the close of the war, being regularly promoted to 
lieutenant colonel and colonel. He twice received brevets 
for gallantry in action at the battles of Nashville and 
Decatur. Tn the summer of 1877 he was in the Nez 
Percé campaign, when Chief Joseph led General Howard 
such a long chase across the mountains, and Corbin, 
as acting A.D.C. to General Terry, participated with 
that officer in the campaign which resulted in the cap- 
ture of the redoubtable Indian warrior. Besides his 
widow, General Corbin left three children by his first 
wife—Rutherford B., of Washington; Mrs. Parsons and 
Grace Corbin, living in Wilmington, Ohio. General Cor- 
bin’s first wife was the sister of the wife of the late 
Gen. John W. Clous, U.S.A., the maiden name of Mrs. 
Clous being Caroline M. Strickle. General Oorbin’s 
body was taken to Washington Sept. 8, accompanied by 
Mrs. Corbin, Governor Herrick,: Mrs. Leonard Wood 
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Col. Willi E. Horton, U.S.A., and Col. Julius Fenn, 
old-time friends of the General. It was taken to his 
former home at Chevy Ohase, where private services 
were held, and on Sept. 10 there was a military funeral, 
with services in St. John’s Church, and burial in Arling- 
ton Cemetery. Twelve warm personal friends of General 
Corbin served as honorary pallbearers. ‘They were: 
Gen. Robert Shaw Oliver, Assistant Secretary of War; 
Brig. Gen. W. W. Wotherspoon, Acting Chief of Staff; 
Major Gen. Leonard Wood, U.S.A.; Ex-Governor Myron 
T. Herrick, Cleveland, Ohio; J. G. Schmidlapp, Cincin- 
nati, Ohio; Brig. Gen. Clarence R. Edwards, U.S.A.; 
Gen. John A. Johnston, Clement A. Griscom, Phila- 
delphia, Pa.; Charles Sweeny, New York; Col. H. O. 
S. Heistand, U.S.A.; Gen. John C. Black, Civil Service 
Commissioner, and Brig. Gen. Arthur Murray, U.S.A., 
Chief of Artillery.

Gen. Philip Reade, U.S.A., retired, is asked to 
surrender the unexpired portion of his sojourn at Grand 
Lake Stream, Washington county, Me., for the purpose 
of addressing the Boston Chapter, Sons of American 
Revolution, Oct. 16, on the one hundred and thirty- 
second anniversary of Sir John Burgoyne’s surrender at 
Saratoga. “Did it ever occur to you,” asks Brig. Gen. 
Philip Reade, “that parallelisms between the military 
careers and characters of Sir John Burgoyne and Gen. 
Horatio Gates existed? Burgoyne was disloyal to Gen. 
Thomas Gage in 1775, he was the victim of a military 
court. Later Gates was disloyal to Washington, his 
pen and tongue (and ambition) got him into trouble, 
he was removed from command, ete. Wonder if the 
victor of Germantown congratulated the victor of 
Camden?”

MEMORIAL WINDOW AT WEST POINT. 


On April 14, 1909, a communication was addressed 
to the president of the Association of Graduates by 
the Memorial Window Committee, which was afterward 
printed in military and other jruonals, and is presum- 
ably familiar to the graduates of the Military Academy. 

Since publication responses have been received from 
many sources, and at present writing, Sept. 8, there 
is in the hands of the treasurer the sum of $2,400. As 
the total amount required is approximately $8,000, it will 
be seen that available funds are entirely inadequate to 
the accomplishment of the design. The committee is, 
therefore, forced to appeal to all graduates of the insti- 
tution to respond more liberally, that this noble 
memorial may not fail of achievement. ‘The committee 
desires to have it clearly understood that, although this 
project had its inception at a meeting of the Alumni 
Association, it is not by any means intended that the 
memorial should represent merely the association. The 
purpose is that it shall be a tribute from all graduates 
of the Academy to their alma mater and their brother- 
hood who have gone before. As the only method of 
formulating such a project was through the association, 
it was necessary that organization should proceed from 
that body, and, accordingly, the matter was presented 
and discussed at its annual meeting and the committee 
there appointed. Appeal, however, is made to all 
graduates, and the window will witness the fact that 
its presentation was by the whole body of the living 
alumni. 

In order that individuals may have some conception 
as to what amount woul’ be a fair contribution toward 
the needed sum, an estimate has been made based upon 
the assumption that every graduate contributes accord- 
ing to his rank, with the following results: Major 
general, $25; brigadier general, $20; colonel, $15; lieu- 
tenant colonel, $12; major, $10; captain, $6; first 
lieutenant, $4; second lieutenant, $3. 

As a matter of fact, some will not contribute and 
others will contribute less than their apportionment; so 
that no one who is so disposed need refrain from giving 
more than his allotment. Several of the graduates have 
already given amounts ranging from $50 to $200, and 
a considerable number of such liberal donations will 
undoubtedly be needed to offset smaller subscriptions. 
The committee earnestly hopes, however, that no 
graduate will withhold his contribution, however small. 
For the information of a class of contributors from 
whom inquiries have already been received, the com- 
mittee desires to state that contributions will be accepted 
from members of families of deceased graduates who 
may desire to assist. 

Since the public announcement of the project great 
interest in it has been manifested by the leading glass 
workers and designers. Notwithstanding that the com- 
mittee was practically without funds, such art workers 
as John La Farge, an artist of world-wide fame; the 
Tiffany studios, Maitland Armstrong, the Gorham Com- 
pany, Goodhue and others have been willing to under- 
take the labor of submitting designs without remunera- 
tion in competition for a work whose realization could 
not he assured. It is the national and monumental 
character of the memorial, as well as the sentiment 
which attaches to the institution, which appeals to them 
as artists, and renders them willing to undertake it at 
a cost below the normal, and to risk throwing away 
their labor in what may be a fruitless endeavor. 

It has been decided by the committee that selection 
shall be by anonymous competition, and, for this pur- 
pose, to associate with themselves prominent architects, 
whose professional experience has made them experts in 
ecclesiastical architecture. The competition will take 
place early in October, and a reproduction of the suc- 
cessful design will be made for the information of the 
alumni.

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HUDSON-FULTON CELEBRATION. 


The Dutch cruiser Utrecht, the first of the interna- 
tional fleet that will rendezvous at New York during the 
Hudson-Fulton celebration, arrived at New York Sept. 
9. She was in command of Capt. G. P. Van Hecking 
Colenbrander, R.N.N., and manned by 325 officers and 
men. Eighteen men of the Utrecht’s crew will man 
the replica of the Half Moon. Of her officers, Lieut. 
Comdr. Willem Lam will represent Hudson, while Lieut. 
A. De Bruyne will impersonate Huet, who was mate 
of the Half Moon. The Utrecht has been in service in 
the West Indies for seven months continuously. She 
was built in 1898, is of 3,950 tons displacement and is 
equipped with two 6-inch guns, six 4.7-inch guns, four 
12-pounders, eight 1-pounders, four machine guns and 
four torpedo tubes. 

Rear Admiral Le Pord, one of the highest officers of 
the French navy, will command the French warships at 
the Hudson-Fulton celebration. Three ships will com- 
prise the French squadron—the Justice, the Verité and 
the Liberté. The State Department has been also in- 
formed, through Ambassador Hill, that Admiral von 
Koester and his adjutant, Lieutenant Captain von 
Mueller, the German representatives at the celebration, 
will arrive in New Yérk on Sept. 23. They are sailing 
on the Bliicher. Panama will be represented at the 
celebration by Sefior Ramon Valdez, the Minister of 
Justice. 

Admiral of the Fleet: Sir Edward Seymour, Rear 
Admiral Frederick Tower Hamilton and the British 
cruiser squadron which they command, and Admiral 
Lee Pord, with his French battleships, set sail for New 
York this week, in order to represent their respective 
nations at the Hudson-Fulton celebration. They are 
due at New York about Sept. 18 or 20. The admirals 
and the members of their staffs will be the guests of 
the Hudson-Fulton Commission throughout their stay. 

There will be a personal note in the reception which 
our naval officers will give to Admiral Seymour, of the 
British navy, who will have command of the British 
ships represented in the Hudson-Fulton celebration this 
month, for they have not forgotten his attitude of friend- 
liness toward the American fleet in the harbor of Manila 
during -the ticklish days of uncertainty just after the 
battle of Manila, when the German warships were lying 
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in the harbor at the same time, and when Admiral Dewey 
was not sure of the sentiments of the commanding officer 
of the Kaiser’s vessels. Of the feelings toward the 
Americans entertained by Admiral Seymour, Admiral 
Dewey had no doubt whatever, for they were manifested 
in many ways, and at moments when such a display of 
friendship, backed up by the guns of the British ships, 
counted for much. The Baltimore Sun refers to “the 
dismay felt by perfervid patriots because the British ad- 
miral of the fleet will outrank any naval officer we sha!l 
have present.” The highest rank we can offer is rear 
admiral, with the exception of that held by Admiral 
Dewey, who, on account of his health, is seldom available 
for spectacular functions. It fears that even Brazil 
will send a vice-admiral who will outrank us, while 
— is almost certain to send an officer of the same 
grade. 

If Lord Charles Beresford, until recently commander 
of the .Channel Squadron, shall attend the Hudson- 
Fulton celebration this month, his visit will be more 
than usually interesting, as he is the one prominent naval 
officer who is opposed to Dreadnoughts, and does not 
hesitate to free his mind on that subject. In an inter- 
view at Montreal on his arrival there on Aug. 28, Lord 
Charles is said to have given expression to these views: 
“The Germans are smiling because we are possessed 
with the notion that we should build only Dreadnoughts. 
These are too unwieldy. We want cruisers and will 
have them. If the trade route between Canada and 
Great Britain is not kept clear disaster will follow. 
Armed tramps are what we fear. Dreadnoughts are 
only for going along with a large fleet. Cruisers could 
get along after the armed tramps and prevent our com- 
merce from being destroyed. When New Zealand 
offered a Dreadnought it means two millions of pounds. 
With those two millions several cruisers could be built. 
They last longer than the Dreadnoughts, and can go 
faster after the enemy. For the colonies cruisers are 
much hetter, as the idea of protecting Britain and 
weakening the colonies is all wrong. I admire Canada, 
South Africa and Australia for wishing separate navies. 
They have a right to resent anything else. What Canada 
must do is to make her own navy with her own men.” 

Cant. Lewis C. Heilner, U.S.N., supervisor of naval 
auxiliaries at New York city, has been directed by the 
Navy Department to co-onerate with the general com- 
mittee in charge of the Hudson-Fulton celebration in 
the arrangements for the naval features of the program. 

As aids to navigation for the vessels which will engage 
in the Hudson-Fulton celebration on the Hudson River 
in New York, the Lighthouse Board will establish about 
Sept. 24 ten additional buoys, marking the flats of the 
river between New York and Newburgh. They will be 
=, temporary, and will be discontinued after the cele- 
ration. ; 
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REMINISCENCES OF GENERAL GRANT. 


San Francisco, Cal., Aug. 25, 1909. 
To THE FPprror OF THE ARMY AND Navy JouRNAL: 

It affords me great pleasure to most cheerfully and 
heartily endorse the able article about General Grant, 
published in the ARMy AND Navy Journat of June 26, 
1909. .The discussion doubtless reflects the individual 
opinions of the participants, and I can state my opinion 
quite tersely when I assert that, in common with many 
others, I esteem General Grant as one of the great com- 
manders known to history, and a man of the most ad- 
mirable traits of character‘and who possessed a most 
dominating and compelling personality and a natural 
capacity for command. Fortunately, I had the pleasure 
of being with Captain Grant on several occasions and 
cannot but accede the ascendancy that I recognized, and 
felt, while a fellow-passenger with him, when I had 
opportunity fer close observation. Captain Grant was a 
striking example of rigid honesty and steadfastness of 
purpose, and in his attainment of higher fields of use- 
fulness and fame he never sought advancement, or his 
personal advantage by any indirect or questionable 
means, nor ever sought to wreak reprisal for adverse 
activity toward himself, for he was too truly great for 
such petty action. Yet some men, inimical to him, had 
treated him most unkindly and uncharitably, and seem- 
ingly some now existant (and published comments) 
would dim the luster of the monument erected to his 
splendid service by a grateful and appreciative people. 
Volumes could be written exemplifying the worth of 
General Grant; of one example of his magnanimity I 
am personally cognizant. 

In May, 1854, Captain Grant was my fellow-nassenger 
on the steamer Arispe from Humboldt Bay to San Fran- 
cisco. The vessel was owned by Ryan, Duff and Com- 
pany. Messrs. Ryan and Duff later being my brothers- 
in-law. Captain Grant, among other topics of conversa- 
tion on the journey, suggested that we become asso- 
ciated in the cattle business together, I being at that 
time engaged therein in Humboldt county, supplying 
the troops with beef on hoof by contract. A descriptive 
digression of Fort Humboldt, at that time during Cap- 
tain Grant’s tour of duty there, which ended with his 
resignation, July 31, 1854, may not prove uninteresting. 
For this I am indebted to “Richardson’s Life of Grant.” 

The only town in the vicinity was Eureka, three miles 
from the fort. It was originally and accurately sur- 
veyed by James T. Ryan, with an instrument improvised 
of two vials and a bit of wood. Ryan had all the versa- 
tility which new countries bring to the surface. He 
wanted to build a sawmill, but labor was high and ma- 
chinery scarce. So be bought the old steamer Santa 
Clara and took her up the dangerous coast to the new 
city of Eureka. Just before starting his compass was 
stolen. He found a little river compass, with the glass 
broken, and, taking a pane from his pilot-house window, 
cut out a circular piece with a pair of scissors while 
holding it under water, and fitted it with the top of his 
instrument, by the aid of which he ran his steamer 
safely into Humboldt Bay. Then raising her upon the 
ground, without moving the machinery, he used her pow- 
er to drive a sawmill beside her, in which he employed 
sixty men and cut out eighty thousand feet of lumber 
per day. This ingenious and typical pioneer was after- 
ward elected a brigadier general of militia and a mem- 
ber of the California Senate. j 

In 1861 Senator McDougall thus introduced him to 
Abraham Lincoln: “Mr. President, this is General 
Ryan, a loyal neighbor of mine, who can build a cathe- 
dral and preach in it, a ship and sail in it, or an engine 
and run it.” When Grant was at Fort Humboldt 
Eureka consisted of Ryan’s mill and twenty houses. It 
was a pleasant situation, and its hospitality made it a 
favorite resort for the officers. : ' E 

Ryan kept a barrel of whiskey always on tap, and his 
well-furnished table was supplied with venison, ‘ducks, 
geese, snipe, grouse, chickens, sweet milk and biscuits 





of Genesee flour, for in those days California obtained 
wheat from New York, instead of shipping her own to 
Gotham, and even to London, China and Japan. Com- 
munication with San Francisco was solely by water and 
ships were from ten days to six weeks on the way. They 
brought mails without the least regularity. The officers 
looked out anxiously every morning for a sail, and when 
one appeared galloped down to Eureka for their letters 
or a stray newspaper. A number of Indians employed 
about the mill gave picturesqueness to the little town. 
Sometimes an evening was enlivened with a dance, when 
the few women of the neighborhood were in great de- 
mand, Among Ryan’s possessions was a horse called 
“Eclipse,” for which our captain had a special admira- 
tion. Twelve years later, when Grant was at City 
Point, just before his final campaign, Ryan called on him 
and found him with Sheridan and Sherman, their heads 
bent over a map. Grant, who never forgets an acquaint- 
ance, instantly recognized him, inquired for his family, 
for the old sawmill, and particularly “Eclipse,” saying, 
“Tie was the finest horse I ever saw west of the Rocky 
Mountains.” 

I fully confirm General Grant’s commendation of the 
horse ‘Kelipse,” which I afterward owned and kept 
until he died of old age. The horse was ridden at Fort 
Humboldt and elsewhere by Capt. John Buford, of the 
Dragoons, and Dr. Lafayette Gill, U.S.A., later medical 
director of Lee’s Army, and many others of the old 
Army, all of whom had words of praise for him. 
“Eclipse” was brought to California (San Francisco) 
by sea, with about fifty others, all selected for their 
superiority in Australia. 

At Humboldt the line captain’s duties were fewer and 
less onerous than the quartermaster’s had been, and the 
discipline was more rigid and irksome. No greater mis- 
fortune could have happened to him than this enforced 
idleness. He had little work, no family with him, took 
no pleasure in the amusements of his brother officers— 
dancing, billiards, hunting, fishing and the like—and 
riding alone, however inspiriting, may grow monotonous 
after several months of it. Like Cassio, he had very 
poor brains for drinking. So, when Grant got into 
trouble with his commanding officer, Lieut. Col. Robert 
C. Buchanan, he decided to resign and go to farming. 

When Grant was President Lieut. Col. and Brevet 
Major General Buchanan was in Washington getting all 
the little things he asked for. Some people in Grant's 
place would pay off old scores, but that was not Grant’s 
way. He did say, however, that “Old Buck’ was the 
only officer in the Army that he had any satisfaction 
in ranking. It will thus be seen that any ignoring of 
possible old grudges on Grant’s part was not caused by 
lack of ability to remember them. _ ;

SWIMMING HORSES WITH RIDERS MOUNTED. 


Fort Oglethorpe, Ga., Sept. 6, 1909. 

To tHe Epiror OF THE ARMY AND NAvy JOURNAL: 

Referring to the statement published in the news- 
‘papers, that in the recent maneuvers in Massachusetts 
the Cavalry of the Blue Army swam fully equipped 
across the river Taunton, riding their horses, I would 
like to state, in order to prevent unnecessary casualties 
by drowning in future maneuvers where militia cavalry 
is concerned, that without a great deal of practice 
horses will not swim across deep rivers with riders on 
their backs, and if attempts are made to emulate 


the Massachusetts Cavalry in this feat there will surely 
be a number of drowned Cavalrymen. I have practiced 
swimming horses enough to know what I am talking 
about. 

If the river is shallow and there is not too much 
current it is usually easy enough to ford it. A river 
four or five feet deep with not too much current can 
still be forded, ihe horses reaching for the bottom with 
their hind feet and progressing forward by a series of 
rears and plunges. If the river is more than five feet 
deep, a horse, unless he has had long training, will in- 
variably, as soon as he finds he cannot reach bottom with 
his hind feet, rock violently from side to side with the 
object of getting rid of the weight, and will often rear 
over backward, fighting desperately to get rid of his 
rider. 

The trooper, if properly instructed, under these cir- 
cumstances will slip off the horse, holding the mane 
with one hand and with the other reaching out for the 
bit to direct the course of the horse; but even to do this 
when encumbered with the .weight of the pistol and 
cartridge belt is a difficult thing. The horse often fights to 
return to the shore from which he started, and some- 
times turns on the rider, striking him with his forefeet. 

It will thus be easily seen that to attempt to cross a 
broad, deep river in this manner is a hazardous pro- 
ceeding, even for the best troops. I would advise com- 
manding officers of inexperienced Cavalry detachments, 
if they have occasion to swim a river, to use a boat to 
ferry across their saddles and equipments and the men 
who cannot swim; and to swim their horses across, util- 
izing their best swimmers to conduct the horses across 
bareback, swimming alongside of the horses as described 
in the drill regulations. It very often happens, when 
the water is four or five feet deep, that horses seem to 
swim, but in reality are touching bottom with their 
hind feet. This gives rise to reports of bodies of cavalry 
having swum rivers fully armed and equipped. 

JAMES ParRKeER, Colonel, 11th Cav. 
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Navy officers confirm the statement of the English 
observer quoted in our issue of July 24, concerning the 
character of our recruits, saying that the average of 
our apprentice seamen is only twenty-one years and that 
they are kept in barracks on shore only four months for 
training, and frequently only three months, before being 
drafted to seagoing ships, where they mingle with the 
rest of the ship’s company: and are left to shift for 
themselves. Adiniral Evans was reported as saying that 
when his fleet was preparing to sail from Hampton 
Roads for its cruise around the world the recruits re- 
ceiyed from the training squadron were so green that 
“the crows in the streets would peck at them.”

concerns that state they would be willing to bid if they 
had another opportunity. The proposed building is to 
be 112 feet by 24 feet wide, with a veranda extending 
the entire front, 7 feet 6 inches wide. The exterior 
is to be cement plastered, and all the appointments of 
the structure are to be modern in character. The 
Bureau will open bids Sept. 25 for new water tanks 
and piping at the United States Naval Station at New 
Orleans. The tanks are to be one of 50,000 gallons ca- 
pacity and the other of 20,000 gallons. The work cov- 
ered by the proposals is expected to cost about $1,500, 
and is made necessary wholly by sanitary consideration. 
The New Orleans station is one which may be aban- 
doned sooner or later, and it is the policy of the Depart- 
ment to spend as little as possible on it. No award 
has been made of the contract for dredging at the naval 
coal depot, California City Point, which is a part of the 
extensive work to be done at that place in connection 
with the establishment of the principal coaling station 
of the Navy on the Pacific coast. The Chief of the 
Bureau of Yards and Docks, R. ©. Hollyday, is on his 
way to California City Point for the purpose of inspect- 
ing the site for the new station, and until he has looked 
over the ground no action will be taken on the bids re- 
ceived, om ‘“ 
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HENRY CLAY CORBIN. 

Lieut. Gen. Henry C. Corbin, U.S.A., retired, who 
passed away in New York city on Sept. 8, and whose 
‘ military record appears in another column, was one of 
the commanding figures of the period that covered the 
Spanish war and the important legislation radically 
affecting the organization of the Army that immediately 
followed that conflict. Leaving the Union Army at the 
close of the Civil War with the brevet rank of lieutenant 
colonel of Volunteers, he entered the Regular Army as 
a second lieutenant, intending to remain only tem- 
porarily in the Service and eventually to practice law, 
for which he had prepared himself by hard study before 
the opening of the war. His love for military work, 
however, soon gained the ascendancy over his ambitions 
for distinction in the domain of law, and he decided to 
remain with the colors. His capacity for organization, 
which was, perhaps, the chief characteristic of his strong 
personality, was manifested early in life. On Lincoln’s 
second call for troops, though young Corbin was two 
years short of his majority, he was nominated a second 
lieutenant in an Ohio regiment on condition that he 
recruit thirty men. This condition he fulfilled, only to 
find that his lieutenancy had been given to another. 
Nothing daunted, he again set about recruiting, and soon 
had gathered together nearly all the men for another 
company in a different regiment. ‘Taking the field as 
the second lieutenant in this command, he began his 
military career. His devotion to duty was shown by 
the fact that for the ten years, 1866-76, after joining the 
38th U.S. Infantry, he never for any cause lost a day 
from command of his company, though all the time in 
more or less active service against hostile Indians in 
Kansas, New Mexico and Texas. 

As the result of his being sent as a recruiting officer 
in 1876 to Columbus, Ohio, his first duty away from 
the colors, he met his former comrade in arms, Gen. 
Rutherford B. Hayes, then Governor of Ohio. When 
he became President, in 1877, Genera! Hayes took 
General Corbin with him to the national capital and 
assigned him to duty at the White House as aide to the 
President. 

General Corbin’s capacity for work enabled him to 
achieve tasks of a semi-public character that brought 
him into touch with a wide circle of prominent men, both 
in and out of the military Service, who could thus form 
an estimate of his abilities and give him that personal 
friendship and support that enabled him to triumph 
over difficulties. He was appointed Adjutant General of 
the Army on Feb. 25, 1898. A few weeks later the 
Spanish war came on, and upon his shoulders devolved 
most of the work of bringing some sort of order out of 
the chaos in which a blind unpreparedness for war had 
left the country. It was in his office, under his super- 
vision, and directed by what someone has called “his 
matchless genius for organization and knowledge of 
detail,” that in the short space of four months there 
was created, organized, armed and equipped an army 
of nearly 275,000 men and officers. The concentrating 
of troops at Tampa, which called out so much adverse 
criticism, was done against the earnest advice and 
vigorous protest of General Corbin. Of the untiring 
personal attention which General Corbin gave to his 
duties at that time witness is borne by the following 
words in the report of the commission appointed to in- 
vestigate the conduct of the Spanish war, of which Gen. 
Grenville M. Dodge was president: “The Adjutant 
General was in his office almost the entire time, often 
spending the night there, and the greater part of the 
force worked Sundays and holidays and at all hours 
when the emergency required it.” 

During the Spanish war the President appointed 
General Corbin a major general of Volunteers, but he 
declined the appointment on the ground that acceptance 
of staff service carried with it an obligation to remain 
in the corps when his services were needed there. For 
the same reason, he declined appointment to The Hague 
Peace Commission in 1899, to the Cuban Evacuation 
Commission and to the Paris Peace Commission, which 
concluded the treaty of Paris with Spain. 

During his term as Adjutant General of the Army 
many of the measures for the benefit of the Army 
originated in his office, including the Hull bill, for the 
general reorganization of the Army, which received his 
most cordial support and was prepared with the advice 
and suggestion of Mr. Hull. The feature of the bill 
which secured to the Regular Army the promotion conse- 
quent upon the increase is attributed by many solely to 
General Corbin, who successfully resisted the pressure 
to open all the higher grades to Volunteer officers of 
short service. In doing this he alienated several of his 








supporters. Another measure of vital importance to

the Army which had the cordial support of General 
Corbin, though it restricted his authority and influence, 
was the creation of the General Staff. Referring to 
General Corbin’s position in regard to it, Secretary of 
War Root spoke publicly of his “disinterested and un- 
selfish course” and the “cheerful self-devotion with which 
he took the position as assistant to the Chief of Staff, 
where he had been practically chief.” So ardent was his 
support of this measure that upon the retirement of 
General Bates as Chief of Staff General Corbin de- 
clined the detail as Chief of the Staff, as he did not 
wish the success of the scheme endangered by changing 
heads every few months through the appointment of 
men, like himself, who were about to retire. 

The National Guard of the country also owes to 
General Corbin a debt of gratitude for the sympathy 
with which he greeted every effort to put the state troops 
upon a better footing and in closer accord with Army 
standards, a movement that finally crystallized in the 
Dick law. 

While not a graduate of the Military Academy, 
General Corbin kept in close touch with those who had 
been educated at West Point, and to them he did not 
hesitate to turn for advice and information. Of them 
he had this to say even so late as last Decoration Day, 
when he made an address at Batavia, Ohio: “The war 
with Spain found me Adjutant General of the Army. 
All my assistants but one were West Point men, and 
no one had more loyal and intelligent support. Of the 
many good and great things Washington did, nothing 
has proved of greater and more lasting benefit than the 
founding of the Military Academy at West Point. Its 
graduates have been our best soldiers in war; in peace, 
they have been among our best citizens. Its worth 
commends it to the continued support of every patriotic 
citizen of the Republic.” 

General Corbin found his greatest pleasure in hard 
work and in the faithful performance of duty. Out of 
his life we can select nothing more suitable to act as 
a watchword to the American officer than this senti- 
ment, expressed by him at the headquarters of the 
Northern Division, St. Louis, Mo., on May 22, 1906: 
“Of all things, officers of the Army should keep on good 
terms with themselves, entering all the obligations of 
life ‘advisedly and discreetly,’ cultivating the habits of 
the simple life, holding aloof from all avarice and selfish- 
ness.” 

However just the critcisms, from a strictly military 
point of view, of General Corbin’s disposition to keep 
in touch with men of importance in public and private 
life, it is to be remembered that the influence he thus 
acquired was used for the benefit of the Army, to which 
he was always loyal, and not for his own advantage 
alone. It is well to consider what could have been ac- 
complished, under the peculiar circumstances of General 
Corbin’s service in, the War Department, by men of 
the type of most of those who preceded him in the office 
of Adjutant General. 


-— 
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In correcting the current misrepresentations concern- 
ing the alleged reduction of the Army, we said: “We 
have the authority of the Adjutant General for saying 
that no order reducing the Army has been issued.” This 
was the fact, but it appears that in giving us this infor- 
mation the Adjutant General overlooked a confidential 
order issued July 22, 1909, by the Secretary of War, 
for the guidance of the bureaus in making their esti- 
mates for the next fiscal year, July 1, 1910, to June 30, 
1911. This order says: “By direction of the President, 
it is hereby ordered that during the fiscal year 1911 
(July 1, 1910, to June 30, 1911) the authorized strength 
of the military establishment, including the Philippine 
Scouts and Hospital Corps, shall not exceed 80,000.” 
As we showed in our article of Aug. 28, this order 
does not result in any decrease of the present actual 
strength of the Army, the mistaken assertion to the 
contrary being the text of our article, but simply fixes 
a limit to its possible increase beyond its present number 
during the fiscal year from July 1, 1910, to June 30, 1911. 
The number estimated for by the Pay Department for 
the current fiscal year, 1909-1910, was 85,039, including 
TJospital Corps and Philippine Scouts. As this total 
has not been reached, the limitation of 80,000 for the 
next fiscal year is not expected to result in any reduc- 
tion. The number to be estimated for next year is six 
per cent. less than the number provided for in the pres- 
ent fiscal year, and the statement that there has been 
a reduction of ten per cent. ordered was a sensational 
misstatement, upon which the daily papers have rung 
a great variety of changes. The effort of the present 
administration is to keep the estimates to be sent to 
Congress down to the limit of actual economical needs, 
and it is in pursuance of this policy that it is proposed 
that the Army estimates for 1910-11 shall provide for 
only such a number of men as experience has shown 
to be actually under arms,

While the controversy which has, arisen over the 








claim of Dr. Frederick A. Cook that he found the North , 


Pole unfortunately accompanies the crowning of a life- 
time of noble and splendid effort on the part of Civil 
Engineer Robert E. Peary, U.S.N., the dispute throws 
into strong relief the value of a high reputation for 
honesty and sincerity when one’s statements are brought 
to the bar of the world’s opinion. Nowhere among the 
scientific men of the different nations is the least doubt 
as to the success claimed by Peary. They all accept 
his word as final. The only controversy is over the 


question whether Dr. Cook also reached the pole. When 
the excitement of these days shall be forgotten, un- 
doubtedly Mr. Peary will rejoice that not even partisan 
feeling could shake the world’s confidence in his word. 
and the Service, to which he has brought the renown 
of an achievement which puts him in the front rank of 
explorers with Christopher Columbus, John Cabot and 
others famous for all time, will find cause for satisfac- 
tion that the world should lend a sympathetic and be- 
lieving ear to this splendid type of American manhood. 
The world admires pluck and persistence, and if any 
man in history has been entitled to success as the 
guerdon of long-sustained and patient effort in the midst 
of dangers, loneliness and despair, which can be appre- 
ciated only by these who have been in the Arctic 
regions, that man is Robert E. Peary. No other world- 
famous man ever battled with so great a problem for 
a longer time than he, and no one ever returned to his 
task with a more buoyant heart and more hopefulness 
than this naval officer, whose name is now on the lips 
of the nations. It is singularly appropriate that the 
glory of confirming the last great discovery on the globe 
possible to man should come to a representative of the 
United States Navy, to which the country owes so many 
of the most brilliant pages in its history.

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Referring to Colonel Crane’s letter and our comments 
thereupon in the last issue of the JouRNAL, Col. Henry 
A. Greene, 10th Inf., says: ‘Has there not been a con- 
fusion of fact and conclusion? Was not the fact ob- 
tained from the War Department to the effect that cer- 
tain young men, of high standing on examination, in the 
exercise of their right of selection, chose the Cavalry arm 
and received appointments to vacancies therein, just as 
they would have received them in the Infantry had they 
chosen that arm? Young men appointed from the ranks 
have been put into the Cavalry in former years, and 
that, too, in some cases, when their standing has been 
below that of men who selected, and were commissioned 
in, the Infantry. For many years all graduates of the 
Military Academy have been recommended for commis- 
sions in the Cavalry and Infantry without suggestion of 
distinction in favor of either of those arms. The in- 
ference from your original statement is not complimen- 
tary to Infantry officers, and we are inclined to believe 
you are in error in the wording of said statement, as 
well as unfortunate in your attempted explanation.” 
We are much obliged to Colonel Greene for this sugges- 
tion, which we publish with pleasure. Our purpose was 
to show that what we originally published was intended 
simply as a statement of fact, not as an expression of 
opinion. It is unfortunate if the wording of the para- 
graph was such as to convey a different impression. It 
is obvious that no distinction should be made between 
the Infantry and Cavalry that could be supposed to dis- 
credit the unmounted service, which is the backbone of 
the Army. 
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Gen. Arthur Murray, Chief of Coast Artillery, on his 
way home from the Philippines, made a careful study of 
the defensive problems involved in holding the Hawaiian 
Islands as a naval base. While the southern coast line 
of Oahu at the present stage of development is well forti- 
fied, the north side of the island offers an idea] opening 
for an offensive landing, with every chance of success for 
any considerable body of troops. Between Kaena Point 
and Kahuku, a distance of sixteen miles, there is a mar- 
velously fine shelving beach, where a landing could be 
made very easily. The principal town, Waialua, is situ- 
ated midway between Kaena Point and Kahuku, and is 
the terminus of the Oahu Railway, which rises gradually 
up through a broad, gently sloping valley leading south- 
ward a distance of twenty miles to Honolulu. At pres- 
ent there are no defensive works on the north coast of 
the island, and if there were, without the support of 
mobile forces, they would hardly be adequate to deal 
with any considerable landing force protected by a few 
battleships. The water running out to the north in- 
creases gradually from eight to eighty fathoms and then 
dips off suddenly to 170. There is ample anchorage for 
a navy of any size in ordinary weather, and if in case 
of war the United States should be forced to hold the 
island, it would take 5,000 or 6,000 men with rapid- 
firing guns and field artillery to make any sort of a suc- 
eessful defense. It is not unlikely that several mortar 
batteries will be placed along this coast within the com- 
ing year.

The Navy Department this week has awarded con- 
tracts to the Bethlehem, Carnegie and Midvale Com- 
panies for armor plate for the battleships Arkansas and 
Wyoming. The Bethlehem Company is to make in all 
4,594 tons, of which 3,820 tons are to be thick, heavy 
armor of class A; the Carnegie Company is to make in 
all 4,604 tons, of which 4,055 tons are to be of class A, 
and the Midvale Company 3,786 tons, of which 3,611 tons 
are of class A. All the companies signified their willing- 
ness to accept the contracts at the price named in each 
class by the lowest bidder, and the prices were as fol- 
lows: Class A, $420; B, $415; ©, $460; D, $587, and 
Kk, $508. Deliveries are to begin within six months and 
continue at the rate of six hundred tons per month. A 
contract was awarded during the past week to the Beth- 
lehem Steel Works, of Bethlehem, Pa., for 2,000 five-inch 
projectiles at $5.39 each. Five hundred are to be de- 
livered by Dee. 31, 1909, and 500 each month thereafter. 
A contract was awarded the American-British Manu- 
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facturing Company, of Bridgeport, Conn., for 8,000 five- 
inch common shell at $6.74 each, 500 to be delivered in 
100 days and 1,200 each month following. 


Acting Secretary of the Navy Beekman Winthro} 
has before him the recommendations of Captain Bowyer, 
Superintendent of the Naval Academy, and Captain 
Gove, Commandant of Midshipmen, that five midship- 
men be dropped from the rolls of the Naval Academy 
because of their “inaptitude.” It has been decided in 
the case of two of the midshipmen that they will not 
be retained in their capacity. The action suggested by 
Captain Bowyer is a new one comparatively, and is 
made necessary by the fact that it is held by the Navy 
Department authorities that the country is entitled to 
the best talent possible to be secured for education at 
the Government expense. These young men are not 
guilty of any moral offense, but are simply incapable 
of making proper return for the time and labor that would 
be spent upon them in their education. One of the 
two midshipmen stood in his last marks in deportment 
and general standing 171 in the class of 171, and the 
other 255 in a class of 256, which gives some idea of the 
reasons which have led to their elimination. It is held 
oy the Academy authorities that nothing is lost and 
something gained in the general standing of the classes 
by this process of elimination, and that the dropping 
of these midshipmen will have a good effect upon their 
classmates who remain. In view of the possibility that 
in a few years a large proportion of members of each 
class will fail to receive commissions owing to the excess 
of officers in the Navy, there is ample justification, 
apparently, for adopting the policy of elimination on 
the ground of “inaptitude.” 
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The Navy Board of Construction assembled in Wash- 
ington Sept. 10 for its third and final consideration of 
the award of the contracts for the construction of the 
battleships Arkansas and Wyoming. There were present 
Rear Admiral Cowles, president of the board: Rear 
Admiral N. E. Mason, Chief of the Bureau of Ordnance; 
Captain Griffin, Acting Chief of Steam Engineering: 
Naval Constructor Linnard, Acting Chief of Construc- 
tion and Repair, and Capt. Sydney A. Staunton, mem- 
ber of the General Board. The board decided to award 
the contracts to the Cramps, of Philadelphia, and the 
New York Shipbuilding Company, of Camden, N.J. The 
announcement of the awards will be made the afternoon 
of Sept. 11. It is understood that it has been settled 
beyond change that one of the ships will be propelled 
by a straight Parsons turbine. At last accounts there 
was some reason to expect that the other would have 
the combination of turbines and reciprocating engines, 
although Acting Secretary Winthrop, and possibly a 
majority of the board, are in favor of straight turbines 
on both ships, taking the view that thus far the use 
of the combined motive power on commercial steamships 
has been purely experimental, and on vessels of which 
only low speed, as compared with that of battleships, 
is ordinarily required.

The Quartermaster General’s Department shipped the 
past week from Front Royal, Va., to Fort Reno, Okla., 
a carload of young Virginia horses of the hunter type 
to be trained for Cavalry mounts. This is the first ship- 
ment to be made from that region, and Army officers 
who have visited the Government pasture at Front 
Royal and seen the horses that have been bought by 
Capt. Caspar H. Conrad, jr., 3d Cav., are very sanguine 
of complete success next year in securing a large number 
of fine young animals. Captain Conrad, in scouring 
the country, has gained a, very accurate idea of its re- 
sources in horseflesh. It is believed that it would be 
a good idea for the Government to establish at Front 
Royal a breeding station, as a considerable number of 
very good mares could be had, and the Quartermaster’s 
Department has already purchased a fine stallion. The 
fact that the Government pasture has been established 
at Front Royal has set the farmers to breeding horses, 
and, with the drought and failure of crops the past 
season, it is not unlikely there will be a general dis- 
position to sell young animals now on hand, so that 
it is said that it will, in all probability, be possible to 
buy all the horses required for Cavalry service in the 
region of Front Royal next year.

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The papers resulting from the examination held July 
12 for candidates for appointment as second lieutenant 
in the Coast Artillery Corps were forwarded by the 
Artillery Board at Fort Monroe to the War Department 
on Sept. 10. It is stated by members of the board that 
the comprehensive nature of the examination, together 
with the elective subjects selected by the candidates, 
rendered it a difficult task to mark the papers, and on 
that account more than the usual time has been con- 
sumed in their examination. It is quite within the 
probabilities that a week or two will be required to go 
over the papers at the War Department before the final 
list of successful competitors is announced. 
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The mail address of all vessels of the First Squadron, 
U.S. Pacific Fleet, during the ensuing cruise to the 
Orient is as follows: “Care of Postmaster, San Fran- 
cisco, Cal.” The commanding officer of the Glacier has 
authority to arrange with regard to the mail address of 
that vessel. In default of other information, however, 
the above address will serve for that vessel as well. 
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ASSOCIATION OF MILITARY SURGEONS. 


The meeting of the Association of Military Surgeons 
at Washington, Oct. 5, 6, 7 and 8, is expected to be one 
of distinct importance to the profession. On Thursday, 
the 7th, there will be a symposium on naval problems, 
the organization of the medical department and the 
sanitary service of the fieet under present conditions, 
and what organization is necessary, in view of future ex- 
pansion. The debate will be led by Med. Inspr. L. W. 
Curtis, U.S.N., and participated in by Med. Inspr. H. G. 
Beyer, U.S.N., and Surg. G. A. Lung, U.S.N. There 
will also be a discussion of the best training for medical 
officers, and of hospital corps and ambulance parties of 
the fleet for sanitary service, and as an aid to the wound- 
ed in time of peace and war. This discussion will be 
opened by Surg. E. M. Shipp, U.S.N. There will also 
be articles on the best training for medical officers as 
fleet and squadron surgeons, with discussion opened by 
Surg. N. J. Blackwood, U.S.N. Med. Dir. J. C. Wise, 
U.S.N., will present a paper on the most efficient organ- 
ization of the medical department of a ship during 
action, and a scheme for uniform instruction in first aid. 
The discussion on this paper will be opened by Surg. C. 
M. De Valin, U.S.N., followed by Surg. D. N. Carpen- 
ter, U.S.N. 

What will probably be one of the most striking fea- 
tures of the meeting will be a paper by Surg. C. F. 
Stokes, who commanded the Relief on the cruise around 
the world, whose subject is “The Precise Function of a 
Hospital Ship and Its Relations to the Fleet in Peace 
and in War.” A paper on the same subject will be 
presented by Surg. George Pickrell, U.S.N., command- 
ing the U.S.S. Solace. The discussion on this subject 
will be opened by Surg. W. C. Braisted, followed by 
Surg. Raymond Spear, U.S.N. One of the most im- 
portant subjects to be considered will be that with ref- 
erence to the reception and housing of troops in barracks 
and receiving ships, by Surg. R. C. Holcomb, U.S.N. In 
this article the author first shows the prevalence of 
contagious disease at the large training stations, and 
then outlines for discussion a method of keeping these 
rendezvous free from infection. The recruit is handled 
in three separate divisions, the Receiving Division, Ob- 
servation Division and the Clean Division, from which 
latter divison the drafts are selected. He advocates a 
bungalow type of barracks, housing six men, constructed 
with a view to disinfection. With this type he con- 
tends that when a disease breaks out less men are exposed 
and the necessary disinfection is not an almost impossible 
task. Receiving ships, that as the author contends 
ean safely accommodate but 500 men, are at times 
ealled upon to house frequently twice that number; the 
training station being frequently of the old-tife receiv- 
ing ship. The discussion on this paper will be opened 
by Surg. C. N. Fiske, U.S.N. 

Surg. M. F. Gates, U.S.N., will speak on the recep- 
tion and care of recruits on board ships, covering the 
subjects of health records, isolation wards, deck camps 
for isolation, disinfectants and fumigation, revaccina- 
tion, camping parties for convalescents, grouping cases 
of the same disease on one ship, tuberculosis and tub- 
erculin tests, insects in disease transmission and prob- 
able relation of roaches to obscure cases of typhoid. 
The discussion will be opened by Surg. E. S. Bogert, 
U.S.N. A paper will follow by Surg. C. N. Fiske, 
U.S.N., on the care of the crew of a ship undergoing 
extensive repairs at the navy yard, the discussion of 
which will be opened by Surg. M. S. Elliott, U.S.N. 
Surgs. D. MN. Carpenter and C. St. J. Butler, U.S.N., 
will speak on the care and protection of crews of ships 
in infected ports. 

Friday, Oct. 8, will be devoted to problems concern- 
ing public health as bearing upon the Army and state 
forces during peace and war. This part of the program 
has not yet been completed, but will embrace a large 
number of papers by well known Army Medical officers, 
During the meeting of the Association a trip will be 
made to Fort Myer and Arlington. An _ interesting 
mounted drill has been prepared at Fort Myer, em- 
bracing the expert riders of the 15th Cavalry, and a bat- 
tery drill by the 3d Field Artillery will also be given 
for the benefit of the members of the Association. Brig. 
Gen. George H. Torney, Surgeon General, U.S.A., will 
give a reception to the delegates during the week. 





MILITARY TOURNAMENT AT ALBANY. 


The military tournament to be held at Island Park, 
near Albany, N.Y., from Oct. 4 to 9, incident to the 
Hudson-Fulton celebration, and which will be confined 
to organizations of tbe Regular Army, will be the largest 
tournament ever held by representatives of the Army in 
the East. Col. Calvin D. Cowles, 5th U.S. Inf., will be 
in charge of the tournament, and the following troops 
will take part: 

Infantry: One battalion, the band, and the machine- 
gun platoon of the 5th Infantry from Plattsburg Bar- 
racks, N.Y.; one battalion of the 24th Infantry from 
Madison Barracks, N.Y. 

Cavalry: One squadron and the band of the 10th Cav- 
alry from Fort Ethan Allen, Vt. 

Field Artillery: One battery from Fort Myer, Va. 

Engineers: One company from Washington Barracks, 
Washington, D.C, , 

Signal Corps: One company, probably from Bedloe’s 
Island, N.Y. : 

Hospital Corps: One company from Fort Niagara, 
N.Y. 

Wagon and pack train: One wagon train complete; 
one pack train. 

Subsistence Department: Detachments of cooks and 
bakers from Washington Barracks, D.C. : 

These troops will give an exhibition consisting, to the 
greatest, extent possible, of purely military events. The 
Cavalry will engage in mounted fencing, tent pegging, 
cutting at heads, close and extended order drills, horse- 
manship showing the schooling and_ training of the 
horses, rough riding, jumping, pyramid riding, vaultiag 
and mounted fencing both with sabers and bayonets, 
and any other event which may be especially suited to 
Cavalry. The Infantry will give exhibitions of wall 
sealing, the digging and throwing up of intrenchments, 
tent-pitching drills, and will run various kinds of ob- 
stacle and equipment races, while the Engineers will also 
exhibit wall scaling and such military engineering as 
may be feasible. The Signal Corps will illustrate the 
kind of work that arm of the Service does when in the 
field. The Hospital Corps will establish a fully equipped 





model field hospital for the purpose of illustrating how 
that service weuld operate in caring for the wounded 
and giving first aid in time of actual war. The wagon 
and pack trains will demonstrate the eyuipment and 
methods of the Quartermaster’s Department in the field 
so far as they can be demonstrated by the use of a pack 
wagon train. There will be no cash prizes, the re- 
— consisting entirely of silver cups, shields and 
medals. 





PEARY REACHES THE NORTH POLE. 


Quickly following Dr. Frederick A. Cook’s statement 
that he had found the North Pole on April 21, 1908, 
came a number of despatches from Civil Engr. Robert F. 
Peary, U.S.N., announcing that he had reached the pole 
on April 6, 1909. The first of these despatches was sent 
to the press of New York city, under date of Indian 
Harbor, via Cape Ray, N.F., Sept. 6, and was worded 
as follows: 


“Stars and Stripes nailed to the North Pole. 

On Sept. 8, the explorer having been advised of 
Cook’s claims, this despatch was sent to the New York 
Times from Indian Harbor: 

“Cook’s story should not be taken too seriously. The 
Eskimos who accompanied him say that he went no dis- 
tance North. He did not get out of sight of land. Other 
men of the tribe corroborate their statements. Kindly 
give this to all home and foreign news associations for 
the same wide distribution as Cook’s story. Peary.” 

To Mrs. Peary, on the same day, the explorer tele- 
graphed as follows: 

TL let Cook story worry you. Have him nailed. 
ert. 

The steamer Roosevelt and all the members of the ex- 
pedition returned in safety, with the exception of Prof. 
Ross G. Marvin, of Cornell University, who was drowned 
on April 10, forty-five miles north of Cape Columbia, 
while leading the supporting party. Later information 
from Peary gave this chronology of the expedition: The 
Roosevelt, which sailed from New York on July 6, 1908, 
left Sydney on July 17; arrived at Cape York, Green- 
land, Aug. 1; left Etah, Greenland, Aug. 8; arrived at 
Cape Sheridan, Grantland, Sept. 1; wintered at Cape 
Sheridan ; sledge expedition in dash for the pole left the 
Roosevelt at Cape Sheridan on Feb. 15, 1909, arrived 
at Cape Columbia March 1, passed British record March 
2, crossed the eighty-fourth parallel March 11, the 
eighty-fifth March 18 and eighty-sixth on March 23, 
passed Norwegian record March 23, passed Italian record 
March 24, crossed eighty-seventh parallel March 27, 
passed American record March 28, crossed eighty-eighth 
parallel April 2 and eighty-ninth April 4 and reached 
the pole April 6. The departure from the pole was made 
the next day and Cape Columbia was reached April 23, 
the party arriving on board the Roosevelt April 27. The 
Roosevelt left Cape Sheridan July 18 and left Cape 
York Aug. 26. The journey to the pole from Cape Co- 
lumbia was made in thirty-seven days and return oc- 
cupied sixteen days. To understand the meaning of the 
references to records it may be explained that the British 
record, made by Nares, was 83 degrees 23 minutes; the 
Norwegian record, made by Nansen, 86 degrees 5 min- 
utes; the Italian record, made by Cagni, 86 degrees 34 
minutes, and the American record, made by Peary, 87 
degrees 6 minutes. It will be seen that Peary held the 
highest record. 

The news of the success of the Peary expedition 
reached Copenhagen in the midst of the round of honors 
showered upon Dr. Cook by Danish scientists and royalty 
in spite of the incredulity with which many of the lead- 
ing geographers of Europe had received the announce- 
ment of the doctor’s discovery. Immediately there be- 
gan a controversy as to whether Dr. Cook had reached 
the pole. When the news of the success of Peary was 
conveyed to Dr. Cook in Copenhagen he replied: “If 
Commander Peary says he has been to the pole I believe 
him.” He declined to enter into any controversy with 
Peary, and asserted that in due time he would prove by 
his diary records and observations that he also reached 
the pole. He said an international tribunal of scientific 
bodies would confirm his claims. If necessary, he said, 
he would fit out a ship, go to the Arctic regions and 
bring back the two Eskimos who accompanied him to the 
pole. We referred in our last issue to the doubts thrown 
by the guides upon Dr. Cook’s story of the ascent of 
Mount McKinley in Alaska. On Sept. 8 Prof. Herschel 
C. Parker, adjunct professor of physics of Columbia 
University and scaler of mountain heights, who was a 
partner of Dr. Cook in the Mount McKinley expedition, 
made this statement: “It is with great reluctance that 
I am compelled to say that Dr. Cook has not made a 
satisfactory explanation or submitted corroborative evi- 
dence that he made the ascent of Mount McKinley.” 
Professor Parker detailed the failure of the party to 
make the ascent, the scattering of the members to their 
homes, and the sudden announcement a short time later 
by Cook that he had scaled the peak. He pointed out 
discrepancies in Cook’s account of the climb, which, he 
asserted, Cook has never made an effort to explain. 

To President Taft, Explorer Peary sent this brief 
despatch from Indian Harbor, dated Sept. 8: 

“Have honor place North Pole at your disposal.” 

To this the President replied as follows: 

“Beverly, Mass., Sept. 8. Thanks for your interesting 
and generous offer. I do not know exactly what I could 
do with it. I congratulate you sincerely on having 
achieved, after the greatest effort, the object of your trip, 
and I sincerely hope that your observations will con- 
tribute substantially to scientific knowledge. ‘ You have 
added luster to the name American.” 

The President on Sept. 4 had sent this message to Dr. 
Cook in reply to his announcement that he had found 
the pole: 

“Your report that you have reached the North Pole 
calls for my heartiest congratulations and stirs the pride 
of all Americans that this feat, which has so long baffled 
the world, has been accomplished by the energy and won- 
derful endurance of a fellow-countryman.” 

Peary is a civil engineer of the Navy, with rank of 
commander. April 12, 1904. he was on “leave abroad.” 
This leave expired July 2, 1908, and he was placed on 
special duty, under Coast and Geodetic Survey, making 
tidal observations on the coast of Grantland and Green- 
land. It was while technically on this duty under the 
Navy Department that he discovered the pole. 

For nearly a quarter of a century Peary has struggled 
for the success which has now come to him. Born in 
1856, Peary was thirty years old when in 1886 he made 
his first venture into the Arctic regions. He then did 
charting work in latitude seventy degrees. In 1887-8 
he acted as chief engineer in surveying the projected 
Nicaragua canal. His real work as a polar explorer be- 
gan in 1891-2, when he headed an expedition that 
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reached latitude eighty-one degrees thirty-one minutes. 
In 1894 he again went North and discovered famous 
meteorites, some of which later were brought to the 
United States. In 1898 he tried again, and on this 
journey lost eight toes by amputation after frost bites. 
Before returning he reached eighty-three degrees and 
fifty-four minutes. The year 1902 found him touching. 
eighty-four degrees seventeen minutes, and in 1905-6 he 
made the first trial] of the ship Roosevelt. 
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OPINIONS OF JUDGE ADVOCATE GENERAL. 


The necessity for a garrison court at the Army and 
Navy General Hospital at Hot Springs, Ark., has re- 
sulted in a decision by the Judge Advocate General of 
the Army that under the regulations the commandant of 
the hospital has power to convene a garrison court. 
This conclusion is derived from the application of the 
82d Article of War, which provides that “every officer 


commanding a garrison, fort or other place where the 
troops consist of different corps shall be competent to 
appoint courts-martial consisting of three officers to try 
try offenses not capital.” It is held that the command- 
ant of the hospital is in command of the patients, 
who are assumed to come from the various arms of the 
Service, and therefore he has the authority to appoint 
a court. 

Pvt. Sid Kelly, who is in the hospital at Fort Ethan 
Allen with painful bullet wounds in his right arm and 
left leg, has objected to the entry against his record 
that his injuries were not received in the line of duty, 
and at the hands of the Judge Advocate General of 
the Army he has received a distinct satisfaction in 
having the entry removed. It appears that Private 
Kelly, while acting as a non-commissioned officer, under- 
took to restrain a brother soldier of the 10th Cavalry 
who was drunk and noisy. While Kelly was leading 
horses from the stable the drunken man shot him twice. 
There was testimony to show that the two men were 
paying attentions to the same woman, and that there 
was bad blood between them, and on that account the 
company officer took the view that the shooting was in 
consequence of the quarrel. The Judge Advocate Gen- 
eral takes the view that a soldier leading Cavalry horses 
is in the line of duty. 

The question has arisen in the Ordnance Department 
whether men mustered as horseshoers are entitled to 
$30 pay per month if they perform their duties. The 
Judge Advocate General, in disposing of the question, 
points out that the words “performing the duty of,” as 
used in the Act of May 11, 1908, in connection with 
the pay of blacksmiths and farriers, are in effect re- 
pealed by the use of the word “designated” in the Act 
of March 8, 1909. That is to say, horseshoers and 
farriers, to be entitled to the additional pay of $9 per 
month, must be designated for that purpose. The Judge 
Advocate General holds that men mustered as_horse- 
shoers and performing the duties are to be paid as 
privates; that men mustered as farriers and doing duty 
as horseshoers are to be paid as farriers. Men mustered 
as privates and doing horseshoer’s duty also are to be 
paid as privates. If a horseshoer who receives $30 a 
month is absent it is held that another man cannot do 
his work and get his pay. 

An order has been issued excluding anarchistic papers 
and magazines from the military prison at Fort Leaven- 
worth. This action is supported by a decision from 
the Judge Advocate General, holding that under the 
Army Regulations the approval of the superintendent 
of the prison is required as to all reading matter pro- 
vided for the inmates, whether such publications are in 
~ prison library or furnished to the prisoners in their 
cells.

shop. 





DECISIONS OF THE COMPTROLLER. 


Apropos of the account of Major Gen. J. P. Sanger, 
U.S.A., for four months’ extra compensation, at the 
rate of $1,500 per annum, for duty as a member of the 
Brownsville Court of Inquiry, the Assistant Comp- 
troller holds that the extra compensation of $1,500 al- 
lowed by Act of Congress for such duty is an indivisible 
amount, and that until the entire service is performed 
no part of it is due. 

James Nash, chief boatswain, U.S.N., was retired 
from the grade of boatswain and was advanced on the 
retired list with the rank and retired pay of the next 
grade, and during that period was employed on active 
duty. His claim for the difference between the pay and 
allowances of a chief boatswain and those of a_boat- 
swain is disallowed by Mr. Mitchell, on the ground that 
an officer in such circumstances is entitled only to the 
pay and allowances of an officer of the active list of the 
grade from which he was retired. 

The Acting Comptroller decides that in the case of 
a reward of $1,000 being offered for the apprehension 
and delivery of Pvt. William Lane, Co. C, 22d U.S. 
Inf., reported to have deserted at Fairbanks, Alaska, 
Jan 18 last, and to have embezzled about $11,000 of 
Government funds, the payment of such a reward could 
properly be made from the appropriation “Contingencies 
of the Army.” 

Major H. L. Roosevelt, Marine Corps, Depot Q.M., 
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San Francisco, kept his mount, which he owned, at his 
home at San Rafael, Cal., about fourteen miles from 
the city. The Acting Comptroller holds that th< distance 
of fourteen miles is in the “immediate vicinity of the 
officer’s station” within the meaning of the statutes, and 
that therefore he is entitled to forage for the horse, but 
not to transportation for such forage from his station 
to his home. He is not, however, entitled to shelter 
allowance at San Rafael unless Government shelter 
was not procurable or was refused, nor is there any law 
authorizing payment for the care of an officer’s private 
mount. Part of the decision reads as follows: “The 
place where horses owned by officers are actually kept 
by them in the performance of their military duties 
when on duty which requires them to be mounted should 
be given some elasticity. If an officer is stationed at 
a military station and is required to be mounted in 
the performance of his official duties at such station, 
and he provides himself with a suitable mount at his 
own expense and keeps his mount at the station or in 
such immediate vicinity that the mount is available at 
any time, I am of the opinion that such officer, so far 
as the place of keeping such mount is concerned, has 
complied with the statutes, and is entitled to forage 
for such a mount.”

DECISIONS OF THE WAR DEPARTMENT. 


In the case of a sergeant of the 110th Co., C.A.C., 
who gave his warrant to another sergeant for notation 
and the document was thereafter lost, it has been held 
at the War Department that the company officer and 
the sergeant who held the paper are responsible, and a 
new warrant must be issued in lieu of the one lost. 

The War Department has decided that a cannon that 
belonged to the Georgia Military Institute before the 
Civil War, and which was given to the Confederate 
Government and later captured by the United States, 
being property of the United States Government cap- 
tured in War, may be sold to the state of Georgia. 

The Secretary of War has approved an important 
amendment to Par. 1103 of the Army Regulations, gov- 
erning the sale of horses to officers required to be 
mounted. The amendment is made necessary in conse- 
quence of the recent decision by the Comptroller that 
officers detailed to permanent duty away from their sta- 
tions, where they may have been required to be mounted 
can no longer receive the additional sum paid to mount- 
ed officers. A similar decision in regard to forage has 
been made, which also renders action necessary for 
the relief of officers who thus have horses on their 
hands for which they have no use and which sub- 
ject them to excessive and needless expense. The 
order promulgating the amendment of Par. 1103 
will not be issued until next week. It is expected that 
as soon as the order is issued and published to officers 
in the Philippines and in this country, there will be a 
movement on the part of officers in the islands who have 
horses in this country to have them sold, and officers 
in the United States who may need mounts will be on 
the lookout for making suitable purchases. 

It has been decided by the War Department that 
under existing law the Chief Signal Officer of the Army 
has authority to employ necessary electrical experts to 
install wireless telegraphy masts and wires and instru- 
ments in the District of Columbia.

IMPROVEMENT IN TURBINES. 


Melville and Macalpine, consulting engineers and 
naval architects, of Philadelphia, have made an im- 
portant improvement in turbine machinery, which is 
represented by a Westinghouse double flow turbine con- 
nected to a Melville and Macalpine floating frame reduc- 
tion gear. The intention is to conserve all the advan- 
tages and economies of a high speed turbine and a slow 
speed or proper speed propeller of highest efficiency, 
which the direct connected turbine does not do. Because 
the turbine must be run slower than at its economical 
speed to suit the propeller, which, as a rule, is run too 
fast to be efficient, but must be made so to suit the 
speed of turbine. 

The present machine, which is being tested and tried 
out at the Westinghouse shops at Hast Pittsburg, Pa., 
consists of a pair of 14-inch diameter spiral-toothed 
pinions forged on a 10-inch shaft, and carried in a 
floating frame, with three journals, one at each end and 
one in the middle, to prevent any possibility of the 
springing of the shaft. These pinions are 22 inches on 
the face, set six feet apart. They gear into two spiral 
gears of same face and 70 inches in diameter, causing a 
reduction of speed of propeller of one-fifth of the speed 
of the turbine. The gears are of forged steel of 85,000 
pounds tensile strength material or gun steel, automati- 
cally machine cut, of one and one-quarter inch pitch. 
Because of the’spiral teeth and the fineness of the pitch 
and its accuracy of cutting, the machine is now running 
noiselessly. The large gear is coupled to a prolongation 
of the propeller shaft, which has a collar thrust block, 
as in the case of ordinary propeller shafts. 

With the data furnished by the weight of the Maure- 
tania class of ships, it is figured that the engine weight 
of the Dreadnought’s propelling machinery can be cut 
in half, not the total machinery weights. The inventors 
believe they can effect a saving of fifteen or twenty 
per cent. in coal consumption, and that eventually the 
boilers can be reduced that much in size and weight, 
making the cost of engine one-half. The arrangement 
of turbine and machinery will be in independent units 
for each propeller, whether it be one, two or three pro- 
peller ships. It is not necessary to use cross compound 
for economy or use or reciprocating engine as a heat 
saver, as the economy of the high speed turbine is con- 
served in each independent unit. For long voyages at 
low speed one screw can be economically u if using a 
triple screw arrangement of machinery. The backing 
turbines are encased in the same casing on the exhaust 
side of the turbine. 

This system of turbine can be applied to the highest 
or lowest speed ships wishing to use turbines. The 
gear now under test will range between 3,000 and 5,000 
horsepower, and upon the result of this test we can 
predict just what sized machinery can be fitted to any 
class of ship. The function of the floating frame in 
this case is to keep automatically a perfect contact and 
alignment and integrity of the teeth of the gears, both 
of which are of high grade forged steel. The whole 
machine is encased in a neat covering. 

Mr. Macalpine is now in the Hast Pittsburg shops of 
the Westinghouse Company, directing the tests that are 
being made of the invention at a cost of about Se 
When the preliminary tests have been made, the final 
test will be witnessed by officers assigned by the Navy 








Department, Asked as to the possibility that the Navy 
Department would adopt the new invention, Admiral 
Melville said: “The Government is waiting for us to 
test it fully, and we are preparing the evidence for 
them, and for the whole world, and very properly so, 
for no educated engineer would accept a thing of this 
kind until it has been fully tested. It took Charles 
Parsons, of Great Britain, twenty years to prove to the 
marine engineering world that his turbine was any- 
thing more than a scientific toy. He had to show the 
facts and figures, and that is what we expect to do with 
our machine to-day, but we hope it will not take twenty 
years to do it. After we have proved it out—always 
put it that way,” observed the Admiral, “we expect 
that any steamship in the world that wants to use the 
turbine and wants to use a propeller of the usual pro- 
portions will be able to apply the invention to its needs.” 
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ATLANTIC FLEET. 


The weather conditions for the sea practice of the 
Atlantic Fleet on the Southern Drill Grounds during 
the past few days have varied from light swells to stiff 
northeast winds and heavy seas, but for the most part 
the seas have been light. 

The scout cruisers Salem and Birmingham arrived 
from Boston and joined the fleet Sept. 3. 

Rear Admiral Schroeder, in command of the fleet, 
informed the committee of Norfolk citizens appointed 
to confer with him regarding health conditions in Nor- 
folk that it would be impracticable for him to receive 
the committee on board the Connecticut at sea. The 
Rear Admiral further stated that the question of shore 
leave for the men of the fleet when the ships return to 
Hampton Roads cannot be definitely determined until it 
has been ascertained how much time will be consumed 
in coaling the ships. 

The battleships Minnesota and Kansas and_ the 
armored cruisers New York and Montana arrived Sept. 
5 at Hampton Roads, to take on coal. 

One of the cork-filled target boats, during the target 
practice on Sept. 6, was struck by a projectile, putting 
it out of commission temporarily, and it was towed by 
the tug Patuxent to the navy yard at Norfolk for repairs. 

The scout cruisers Birmingham and Salem went to 
Hampton Roads for coal and supplies on Sept. 5, joining 
the armored cruisers New York and North Carolina, 
which, with the battleship Minnesota, came in from 
the drill grounds Sept. 5. The battleship Missouri, from 
Provincetown, Mass., joined the fleet Sept. 6. 

The results of battle practice have been far more 
successful than was anticipated. While the figures are 
being kept confidential, it is said unofficially. that the 
battleship Vermont is in the lead. All ships have yet 
to fire at night, a severe ordeal when they must, pick 
up the targets with searchlights and fire their broad- 
sides in eight minutes. 

In the record practice, by means of which gun pointers 
are qualified, some remarkable scores were made. The 
Louisiana and New Hampshire are said to be tied, 
which will mean handsome money returns in prizes for 
the crews. At one of the Louisiana’s targets a record 
of 100 per cent., it is reported, was made. The Louisiana 
will, it is said, also be second in the battle practice. 

For the first time, moving pictures have been taken 
of the splashes of shots. This has been found neces- 
sary, especially where the targets have been shot away.

Norfolk, Va., Sept. 7, 1909. 

To THE EptTror OF THE ARMY AND NAvy JOURNAL: 

Some years ago, when Norfolk was a quaint, exclu- 
sive Southern town, just beginning to pull itself together 
from the trials and hardships of the Civil War, and 
filled with the most virulent animosity toward the 
North, the U.S.S. Brooklyn, commanded by Captain 
Truxtun, came in and anchored off Town Point, the old 


naval anchorage. There was nothing extraordinary in 
this, but through it was forged the first link in the chain 
of friendship between the present Navy and the people 
in this vicinity, for a prominent leader of society put 
aside her antagonism and flung wide her hospitable 
doors to the captain and officers, introducing them to 
the lovely Southern girls (and they forthwith proceeded 
to do that which they have been bravely doing ever 
since—surrender to their charms). ‘Ten marriages, in- 
cluding the captain’s, were the result, and the sons of 
these unions are to-day among the highest and mosi 
prominent men in the Navy, while the daughters have 
in turn married Navy officers. 

Now, being linked to us by the strongest human ties— 
laying aside the fact that this harbor and approach are 
second to none in the world for natural advantages— 
why is it such exaggerated reports as the one concerning 
the unsanitary conditions here should result in orders 
keeping the officers and men of the fleet from spending 
their shore leave here? Our climate is ideal; our winters 
almost as mild as parts of Florida (we have flowers in 
the open all year). Our summers are hot, but there 
are many places the ships go to much hotter, and the 
percentage of fever is much greater in these posts than 
here—and it is frequently brought here by the men. 

It is the earnest desire of every thinking citizen in 
this vicinity to make this the naval post of the Atlantic, 
and we look to the Navy Department for a full investi- 
gation of such reports before boycotting us, so to speak. 
As you published the first report, I enclose data from 
health officials, and ask that, in justice to this city, you 
will publish these. With a community population of one 
hundred and fifty thousand, the dread typhoid scare is 
“lost in the shuffle.” L. B 


Following are excerpts from the health reports noted: 

Reporting Sept. 1, 1909, to the committee of the Board 
of Trade and Business Men’s Association of Norfolk, Health 
Commissioner H. R. Dupuy states that of typhoid in Norfolk 
from June 1 to Dec. 31, in 1908, there were 108 cases and 
thirty-two deaths. Until 1907 there was no effort to obtain 
the report from the physicians of the number of cases of 
typhoid fever occurring, and during 1908 there was far from 
a full report; this year, however, the physicians have been 
faithful in reporting every case. During the month of April, 
1909, Norfolk had one case; May, five cases, June, thirty- 
three cases, July, 103 cases, August, forty-five, a total of 
186 cases, with a mortality of thirty-two. ‘‘Believing,’’ Dr 
Dupuy adds, ‘‘that this number is very far from the whole 
number of cases occurring in this city, judging by the mor- 
tality, 108 cases and thirty-two deaths, I am satisfied that 
we have less typhoid fever in the city this year than for 
several years past.’’ A close watch is kept upon the water 
supply, every day a bacteriological examination is made of 
the water and it has always been found clean and pure. A 
close supervision is kept over the milk supply, and also upon 
the food supply, the bakeries and the restaurants. 

Health Officer F. S. Hoe, of Portsmouth, Va., reports that 


health conditions there have been exceptionally good from 
the beginning of the fiscal year 1909. he records show that 
typhoid fever begins in Portsmouth in the early spring as it 
does from Maine to Texas. Here. it is usually of a mild type 
and the mortality rate is low. This year it has been un- 
usually mild, with few fatalities. The sanitary condition of 
Portsmouth is good, the water supply excellent. The milk 
supply is carefully guarded. The city is well sewered. There 
has never been an epidemic of typhoid fever in the com- 
munity and there is no special infection. In and about 
Portsmouth there were fifty-three cases of typhoid from 
January to the end of August, 1909. 

As to health conditions at Ocean View and Willoughby 
Beach, Mr. Southgate Leigh reports to the Board of Trade 
that there has been very little sickness of any kind this 
summer; only two cases of typhoid, both contracted in the 
mountains. The water supply comes from the Norfolk County 
water works and is pure. Milk at public places comes from 
inspected dairies. ‘‘I know of no seaside resort in the 
country at which the health conditions seem to be better,’’ 
Mr. Leigh says. 

Emerson Land, M.D., member of the Board of Health of 
Virginia Beach, reports that sanitary conditions there are ex- 
cellent; he has not seen a case of typhoid fever infection at 
Virginia Beach, notwithstanding the fact that there were 
several thousand visitors during this season. The general 
health of town and community are exceptionally good. 

From Port Norfolk, Va., Health Officer R. L. Corbell re- 
ports fourteen cases of typhoid fever as reported to the Nor- 
folk County Board of Health, in the smaller towns of the 
county.

VARIOUS NAVAL- ITEMS. 


The eight armored cruisers of the U.S. Pacific Fleet 
weighed anchor from San Francisco, and through a 
heavy fog steamed slowly out of the Golden Gate on a 
long cruise for Asiatic waters. Many spectators gath- 
ered on cliffs overlooking the entrance to the harbor to 
watch the fleet around the forts at the Presidio. The 
fleet will go direct to Honolulu, and thence to the 
Orient, where it will be joined by the Asiatic Squadron. 
The enlarged fleet will then engage in battle practice 
in Philippine waters. 

The second division of the Atlantic Torpedo Flotilla 
has been ordered to cruise to St. Louis, where the entire 
command will participate in the demonstration from 
Oct. 3 to 9, commemorative of the one hundredth anni- 
versary of the incorporation of the city. The flotilla, 
going up the Mississippi River, will touch at Baton 
Rouge, Natchez, Vicksburg, Greenville, Helena, Memphis, 
Randolph, New Madrid and Cairo, reaching St. Louis 
probably on Sept. 25. President Taft will go down the 
river on a steamer, to be present at a meeting of the 
National Waterways Commission in New Orleans, and 
the torpedo flotilla is ordered to accompany his steamer 
as escort, reaching New Orleans Nov. 1. Probably the 
Mississippi and the Armored Cruiser Squadron will be 
ordered to go to New Orleans about Oct. 25, to be present 
on President Taft’s arrival. 

Four torpedoboats, comprising the Second Division of 
the Atlantic Torpedo Flotilla, have left Hampton Roads 
under orders to proceed to St. Louis and escort Presi- 
dent Taft down the Mississippi River to New Orleans 
in his coming transcontinental tour. ‘The vessels are 
the destroyer Macdonough and the torpedoboats Thorn- 
ton, Tingey and Wilkes. They are scheduled to arrive 
at St. Louis on Oct. 3. 

The U.S. supply ship Rainbow, of the Asiatic 
Squadron, floating helpless with her machinery disabled 
in the China Sea, off Pedro Blanco, nearly 200 miles 
from Hong Kong, was picked up Aug. 12 by the Blue 
Tunnel line steamer Antilochus. The news was brought 
to Victoria, B.C., Sept. 4, by the steamer Cyclops, of 
the Blue funnel line. Three typhoons were reported 
in the China Sea, and the Rainbow signaled the Anti- 
lochus, asking to be taken in tow. ‘The signals were 
answered, and the Antilochus put lines aboard the Rain- 
bow, and she was towed safely to Hong Kong, China. 
The United States naval officers expressed their great 
admiration regarding the work done by the Antilochus 
in towing the Rainbow to Hong Kong. No arrangement 
was made with regard to salvage, this being left to the 
United States Government and Lloyds. The machinery 
of the Rainbow was disabled, it is reported, on account 
of a boiler accident. She has merchant officers and crew. 

The claim of Capt. Thomas E. Evans, of the merchant 
service, that Dr. C. E. Trotter, U.S.N., might have 
been saved when the tug Nezinscot foundered off Halibut 
Point, Gloucester, Mass., Aug. 11, has resulted in the 
incarceration of five members of the crew of the wrecked 
Government tug to await court-martial. Captain Evans, 
who was cast adrift on asraft when the tug sank with 
Dr. Trotter, declares that had the crew, which righted 
the boat, gone to the assistance of the doctor and himself 
Dr. Trotter would have been saved. The court of 
inquiry, composed of Capt. C. McR. Winslow, Comdr. 
E. E. Wright, Comdr. W. R. Rush and Comdr. F. L. 
Sandoz, U.S.N., reported a recommendation for court- 
martial for the five sailors who were sent aboard the 
rrison ship Southery at Portsmouth, N.H. The men 
placed on the prison ship to await court-martial are 
Chief Foatswain’s Mate Frank R. Bitters, Fireman V. 
F. Tillotson, Seaman W. HW. Fitzgerald, Chief Machinist 
C. F. Pratt and Fireman C. F. Underdown. All the 
men maintain that after the lifeboat had been righted 
and manned the raft on which Dr. Trotter and Captain 
Evans were clinging had drifted too far for them to 
reach it without oars, 

The Navy Bureau of Construction and Repair re- 
ceived this week a general survey for necessary work 
on the U.S.S. Pennsylvania amounting to $30,000. This 
work will be done at the Puget Sound Yard. 

Contracts with the San Francisco Bridge Company 
for the construction of the Pearl Harbor dock, Hawaii, 
at $1,760,000, and with the Maryland Steel Company, 
of Sparrows Point, for the construction of a fleet collier, 
at $889,000, have been signed by Acting Secretary of 
the Navy Winthrop. 

The contractor engaged in the effort to complete dry- 
dock No. 4 at the navy yard, Brooklyn, N.Y., has re- 
ceived his ultimatum from the Navy Department. He 
made five claims for leniency in the conduct of the work, 
and these were taken under careful consideration by 
Mr. Winthrop, Acting Secretary of the Navy. Careful 
consideration was given to the contractor’s claims, but 
the Navy Department have found it impossible to grant 
any of them. The dock builder has accordingly been 
left to his own devices. 

The New York Nautical training ship Newport ar- 
rived at New London, Conn., Sept. 6, all well. Lieut. 
Comdr. L. H. Everhart, U.S.N., commander of the ves- 
sel. speaks highly of the young men under his command, 
and says that they conducted themselves in an excellent 
manner. The Newport left Plymouth on Aug. 11, home- 
ward bound, touched at Fayal, leaving there Aug. 20, 
reached Bermuda on Sept. 1, and left the same day, ar- 
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riving off Greenport, Conn., Sept. 6. She sailed on Sept. 7 
for Martha’s Vineyard, to complete examinations of the 
graduation class. 

Capt. Edward Everett Wright assumed the position 
of captain of the Philadelphia Navy Yard Sept. 8, suc- 
ceeding Capt. John Rodgers, who has had temporary 
charge for several months past. Captain Rodgers will 
return to his post in the Construction Department of 
the yard. 

Capt. Albert Gleaves, U.S.N., in command of the 
U.S.S. St. Louis, en route from San Francisco to Santa 
Barbara, Cal., is reported to have found soundings at 
depths of forty-two, thirty-eight and twenty-five fathoms 
off Cape Mendocino, where the chart showed no bottom 
in that vicinity. 

Beekman Winthrop, Acting Secretary of the Navy, 
has written a letter to Martin F. Curren, gunner’s mate, 
third class, of the Montana, commending him for gal- 
lantry in jumping overboard from the Montana and 
rescuing from drowning a shipmate, A. D. Blanchard, 
ordinary seaman. Although many persons were pres- 
ent at the time, the comfanding officer says, none made 
a move to aid the seaman except Curren, who, fully 
dressed, including shoes, jumped from the forecastle 
deck and effected a rescue. 

'The Italian training ship Etna, en route to New York 
to take part in the Hudson-Fulton celebration, anchored 
off the Naval Academy at Annapolis, Md., Sept. 6. There 
was an exchange of formal courtesies and a national 
salute of twenty-one guns. Official calls were exchanged 
Sept. 7. 

The Cunard liner Lusitania, breaking all records for 
ocean steaming over the westbound track, and the first 
four day steamship from Queenstown landing her pas- 
sengers and mails, arrived at Quarantine, New York, on 
the evening of Sept. 2. The run of 2,784 knots from 
Daunt’s Rock was made in four days, eleven hours and 
forty-two minutes, beating the record held by the 
Mauretania on her last westward trip of four days, 
fourteen hours and thirty-eight minutes, a gain of two 
hours and fifty-six minutes. The average speed was 
25.85 knots an hour, as against that of the Mauretania 
of 25.84 knots, which leaves the Lusitania only two 
more records to break. These are the fastest day’s 
steaming, which is 673 knots, and the fastest average 
speed. The day’s runs of the Lusitania were, according 
to the log, as follows: From Daunt’s Rock Lightship to 
noon on Sunday, Aug. 29, 61 knots; Monday, Aug. 30, 
noon, 650 knots; Tuesday, Aug. 31, noon, 652 knots; 
Wednesday, Sept. 1, noon, 651 knots; Thursday, Sept. 
2, noon, 64 knots; to Ambrose Channel Lightship, 123 
knots. Total, 2,784 knots. 

The old side wheel steamer Norwich, for many years 
a tow boat on the Hudson River, and said to have been 
the oldest steamboat in active use, was burned to the 
waterline at her dock at Kingston, N.Y., Aug. 30. The 
old sidewheeler, which was built seventy years ago. was 
to have taken a prominent part in the Hudson-Fulton 
celebration this fall. The loss is about $50,000. The 
next oldest steamer is said to be the Oswego, also a side- 
wheel towing steamer on the Hudson, and the last of 
the picturesque old sidewheel towboats. 

Captain Quatrevaux, of the French steamer Thiers, 
who recently arrived at San Francisco, Cal., from New- 
castle, in Australia, announces that he has discovered a 
new island in the Pacific waters near the Galbiers group. 
According to the captain, navigation in the latitude of 
these islands is most dangerous. It was only with the 
greatest trouble that he navigated them in safety and 
that his vessel escaped being dashed on the rocks. The 
island is situated in 25 degrees 25 minutes south lati- 
tude and 128 degrees 90 minutes west longitude. 

The U.S. collier Nero is ordered out of service at the 
navy yard, New York; the collier Lebanon out of serv- 
ice at the navy yard, Norfolk, and the collier Abarenda 
out of service at the navy yard, Norfolk, Va. 

Rear Admirals Caspar F. Goodrich, Edward D. Taus- 
sig and William Swift, comprising the commission ap- 
pointed to examine into the working of the new system 
of administration in navy yards, made an official visit 
to the New York Navy Yard Sept. 9. 
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FORBIGN ITEMS OF INTEREST. 


This year’s great naval maneuvers of the Italian navy 
will be held in the Ionian Sea in September. While 
these maneuvers will not be quite so important as those 
of former years, yet it is to be remembered that the 
Ionian Sea, which connects the Adriatic and the Medi- 
terranean, is destined to play the leading part in a war 
between Italy and any other Mediterranean power. The 


chief aim of these maneuvers will be that of showing the 
naval advantages of the port of Brindisi, which is about 
to be fortified. By the time these maneuvers begin the 
Italian navy will have been strengthened by the addition 
of the new battleship Roma, and by the two new ar- 
mored cruisers which are now completing their arma- 
ments. 


At the outhreak of the South African war, Great 
Fritain had a reserve of draft horses suited for artil- 
lery work pumbering 9,787. ‘To-day this class numbers 
18,586. 

For the first time since the war of 1870, it is noted. 
Germans in uniform crossed the French frontier, when 
ten officers and sixty veterans of the German ist Dragoon 
Guards, which made the famous cavalry charge on Mars- 
la-Tour, Aug. 16, 1870, cutting off Marshall Bazaine, 
commanding the French forces, and preventing the re- 
treat of the French from Metz to Verdun, attended the 
unveiling of a monument to the regiment on the battle- 
ground where 16,000 Germans were killed or wounded. 
The affair was arranged between M. Pichon, the French 
foreign minister, and Prince von Radolin, the German 
ambassador to France. The monument, which consists 
of a huge boulder from the province of Brandenburg, 
contains the simple inscription, “The Dragoons Charged 
Here.” 

The dimensions of the dirigible balloon “Zeppelin III.,” 
which made its first appearance in Berlin on Aug. 28, 
are practically those of the “Zeppelin II.” The two 
motors fitted in the car are, however, capable of de- 
veloping each 150 horsepower, instead of 110 _horse- 
power, as in the case of those fitted in the “Zeppelin II.” 
The object is to increase the speed, and it is hoped that 
the “Zeppelin III.” will thus be able to travel at the 
rate of 14.5 meters per second by its own power. The 
“Zeppelin 11.” can make thirteen meters per second in a 
dead calm. 

This year’s Austrian field maneuvers will be on a 
smaller scale than those of last year, and will be held 
near Trebitsch the second week in September. The 





maneuvers will be in charge of Grand Duke Franz 
Ferdinand. The Emperor of Germany and the King of 
Rumania, as well as several high officers of the Italian 
army, will attend. 

Some of the wives and families of British Territorial 
soldiers having applied for outdoor relief while their 
husbands and supporters were at camp, the relieving 
authorities referred the matter to the War Office. To 
this the Army Council replied, pointing out that soldiers 
of the Territorial Force receive pay and allowances at 
army rates during the period of annual training. Mar- 
tied non-commissioned officers draw separation allow- 
ances in addition. If, in these circumstances, a man’s 
attendance at camp involves application for outdoor 
relief for those dependent on him he should apply for 
leave of absence, stating the circumstances to the local 
military authorities, who will consider the matter. The 
Army Council consider it undesirable that Territorial 
troops should unwittingly become paupers. 

The Paris Matin says that one of the projectiles dis- 
charged at the old French battleship Iena in the recent 
shooting tests put one of the turrets in such a state 


that an hour after the shot the walls were still red hot , 


from the fire which had broken out, and one could not 
approach within. two yards. Another shell, aimed at 
one of the lower portions of the ship, pulverized the 
electric conduits three decks above. From this it would 
appear evident that, in a battle, none of the higher 
parts of the battleship, including the turrets, would 
escape total destruction for a quarter of an hour. In 
the experiments of Aug. 23 four projectiles from the 
cruiser Latouche Treville damaged the Iena seriously 
and a number of the caged animals, placed aboard for 
the test of gas effects of explosions, were asphyxiated 
and burned by the gases from the shells.

Act. Chief Merrill, of the Revenue Cutter Service, stamps 
as “utterly unwarranted” certain_ vigorous criticisms lodged 
against the action of the Treasury Department in ordering nine 
of the revenue cutters which patrol the Atlantic coast from 
Maine to Galveston, to proceed to New York for participation 
in the Hudson-Fulton celebration.

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THE NAVAL ACADEMY. 
Annapolis, Md., Sept. 8, 1909. 

The Navy Department having approved the recommenda- 
tions of Rear Admiral William S. Cowles, Chief of the Bu- 
reau of Equipment, for the establishment at the Naval Acad- 
emy of a post-graduate course in electricity, the course of 
instruction will begin Oct. 1. It will be under the direc- 
tion of Lieut. Comdr. Milton E. Reed, head of the Marine 
Engineering School. He will also have charge of the spe- 
cial course in naval engineering and marine engine designing, 
which will also begin at the Academy in October. The con- 
solidation of the courses of steam engineering and electricity 
has been authorized because it is realized that officers wno 
are detailed to take the course in naval engineering will also 
need the course in electricity. The officers designated to take 
the courses in electricity will come to Annapolis first, it is 
said, and will be afforded periods of observations at plants. 
They will also attend technical schools where there are spe- 
cial courses in electricity. 

The four officers now on duty at the works of the General 
Electric Company, at Schenectady, N.Y., will form the first 
classes in this post-graduate course at the Naval Academy. 
The ten officers who will form the class to take the post- 
graduate course in naval engineering are: Lieut. Walter B. 
Tardy, engineer officers of the battleship Vermont; Lieut. 
Samuel M. Robinson, also of the Vermont; Lieut. J. O. Rich- 
ardson, of the torpedoboat Stockton; Lieut. Harry L. Brinser, 
of the Vermont; Lieut. F. S. Whitten, of the cruiser North 
Carolina; Lieut. A. F. H. Yates, engineer officer of the cruiser 
Chester; Lieut. S. H. R. Doyle, engineer, officer of the cruiser 
Birmingham; Lieut. Joseph O. Fisher, engineer officer of the 
battleship South Dakota; Ensign A. T. Church, of the cruiser 
Cleveland; Ensign O. L. Cox, of the battleship New Hamp- 
shire. 

The swimming match between individuals and teams from 
each of the four companies of the fourth class battalion at 
the Naval Academy was won handily by the ist Company 
Friday afternoon.

NATIONAL GUARD NOTES. 


The retirement from active service of Brig. Gen. Joseph H. 
Brensinger, 1st Brigade, N.G.N.J., upon his own application, 
is announced, terminating a period of over thirty-two years 
of efficient, honorable and distinguished service in the Volun- 
teer Army of the United States and the National Guard of 
the states of Pennsylvania and New Jersey. In announcing 
his retirement, Adjutant General Sadler, after giving the rec- 
ord of General Brensinger, says: ‘‘In granting this applica- 
tion and making this order. placing General Brensinger on the 
retired list, it is only proper to add that his long and faithful 
service in the National Guard is worthy of commendation 
and emulation. A lifetime service to the nation and state 
has distinguished General Brensinger among his fellows, and 
his personal character has been such as to be an example to 
the members of the Guard who have come in contact with him. 
He has earned the retirement which he seeks.’’ 

The trial of nine members of Co. L, 14th N.Y., on a charge 
of deserting while the regiment was on the way from New 
Bedford to Boston on Aug. 17 during the maneuvers, was held 
on Sept. 7, Colonel Foote presiding. Second Lieut. James 
H. L. Denton and Pvt. Edward J. Lavin, two of the accused, 
had their cases postponed so that they might have time to 
procure counsel. At the close of the hearing Colonel Foote 
announced that the seven others would be dishonorably dis- 
charged. He said that their plea that they were rain-soaked 
and unable to proceed any further was not to be considered, 
as they had failed to report their disability. 

Col. Chauncey P. Williams, N.G.N.Y., of Albany, N.Y., 
wno served fcr many years as assistant adjutant general, was 
sworn in on Sept. 8 as adjutant general on the staff of Gen- 
eral Roe, to fill the vacancy caused by the death of Gen. 
Frederick Phisterer. Lieut. Col. Merrill M. Dunspaugh, of 
Troy, second assistant adjutant general, has been promoted to 
succeed Colonel Williams. 

The G.C.M. of which Major E. B. Bruch, of the 71st N.Y., 
was president, and Major W. I. Washburn, J.A., 1st Brigade, 
was judge advocate, for the trial of Pvt. William Bruhns, of 
Co. E, 22d Regiment, convened on the night of Sept. 8, and 
after a brief session was enabled to conclude its business 
because Private Bruhns pleaded guilty to the charge of con- 
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duct to the prejudice of good order and military discipline, 
and the specifications of the charge. He admitted that he 
had pulled the bell cord of a subway train on which the 
regiment had entrained at Van Cortlandt Park last July, and 
that he had used disrespectful language to an officer who 
spoke to him about his unmilitary conduct. He also stated 
to the court that he regretted his action, which he said was 
largely due to being worried about a sick wife, and that he 
was anxious to get home in consequence. Major Washburn 
represented Private Bruhns as well as the state, as the pri- 
vate had no counsel. The verdict of the court has been for- 
warded to Albany. 

Col. George R. Dyer, of the 12th N.Y., who announced his 
intention of asking retirement after completing ten years as 
colonel on Sept. 7, 1909, was enjoyably entertained at dinner 
by officers of the regiment on September 10, who flatly told 
the Colonel that being a long way from the age of retire- 
ment, they could not permit him to leave the regiment, and 
that he must remain with it. There they presented to him 
a handsome saber with silver sheath as a memento of the 
tenth anniversary of his services as Colonel. An appropriate 
speech accompanied the saber presentation, was made by 
Mgr. J. N. Connolley, chaplain of the regiment. He said 
that Colonel Dyer would not retire-and would wear the saber 
on many occasions yet to come. The Colonel responded, 
thanking the officers for their appreciation of his services. 
He .will certainly not retire until after Jan. 1 next, and 
strong hopes are entertained that he will remain in command 
some years yet. }

The court of inquiry that has been investigating the charges 
preferred by Adjutant General Brigham, of Massachusetts, 
against Col. Walter E. Lombard in connection with the print- 
ing of certain ‘‘gunners’ instruction’’ books resulted on Sept. 
4 in an order that a witness should answer questions or be 
subject to court-martial for disobedience. The previous hear- 
ing was closed abruptly because of the situation that arose 
when Colonel Lombard declined to answer questions. In 
view of the court’s ruling, Counsel Jaquith withdrew his ob- 
jection and ordered his client to answer. When asked what were 
his reasons for copyrighting parts 4 and 5 of the books of in- 
struction Colonel Lombard replied that he distrusted the 
Adjutant General, and knowing that he was to do business 
with him he thought it might be well to take the necessary 
precaution and thereby protect himself. Questions as to his 
reasons for distrusting the Adjutant General were not per- 
mitted to be answered. Continuing his testimony, Colonel 
Lombard said that he copyrighted parts 4 and 5 and not the 
first three parts, because with the former he was dealing 
with the Coast Artillery Corps and with the latter he had 
dealings with Adjutant General Brigham, and he did not have 
the confidence in General Brigham that he had in the officers 
of the Coast Artillery Corps. 

Major Franklin W. Ward, of the 9th N.Y., has gone on a 
six weeks’ visit to Germany. 

Adjutant General Sadler, of New Jersey, announces that 
in view of the leniency heretofore shown to officers who have 
failed to make prompt reply to official communications with- 
out satisfactory excuse for the delay, and in view of the fact 
that frequent complaints are still received of negligence in 
this respect, resulting in needless delay in the transaction 
of public business, it is deemed advisable at this time to 
caution all concerned that hereafter disciplinary measures 
will be resorted to in all cases of such neglect.

R. H. C.—The party you say was No. 46 on the list did 
not pass for sergeant, first-class, Hospital Corps. 

L. G. H. asks: (1) What transportation allowance is made 
for a man re-enlisting in Manila, P.I., and being discharged 
at the Presidio of San Francisco? (2) Has there been an 
amendment to the order (Act March 2, 1901, Stat. 902), G.O. 
26, W.D., 1901? Answer: (1) Transportation and subsistence 
in kind for sea travel between San Francisco and Manila. 
(2) No change; home waters are not sea travel. See Act of 
June 12, 1906; also G.O. 115, 1906. 

CORPORAL BAND asks: I enlisted Sept. 8, 1902; dis- 
charged Sept. 7, 1905; re-enlisted Sept. 8, 1905, and pur- 
chased my discharge Sept. 14, 1906. Again enlisted Jan. 21, 
1908. What should be my pay as corporal in band? An- 
swer: You were in service May 11, 1908, and in your first 
year of continuous service, with no prior service that en- 
titled you to re-enlistment pay. You are now in your first 
period, pay $30. 

CORREGIDOR asks: (1) Is a child born in the United 
States of alien parents who have never been naturalized a 
citizen of the United States, or has said child, on attaining 
the age of twenty-one years, to take out his naturalization 
papers in the ordinary way so as to be admitted to citizen- 
ship? (2) What is the status of an enlisted man (second 
enlistment period) who is not a citizen of the United States 
and who is still a member of the Army Reserve of Germany? 
Answer: (1) By reason of birth here, the child is a ‘‘native- 
born citizen.’’ (2) Such soldier may become a citizen by 
naturalization on one year’s previous residence, but if he 
remains a citizen of Germany he is at all times subject to 
call by that country, though as long as_he remains in this 
country he could not be forced to respond to Germany’s call. 

C. R.—The papers in the examination for engineers, C.A.C., 
have not yet been acted upon. 

FRIEND TO P. J. S.—Your friend stands within the first 
five for promotion to post commissary sergeant, though it is 


uncertain how long he will have to wait for appointment, and 
whether this would be for service in Porto Rico or in the 
United States. 


J. B. asks: (1) I was accepted for enlistment at Buffalo, 
N.Y., and enlisted at Columbus Barracks, Ohio. Do I get 
transportation to Buffalo, N.Y.? (2) Is a discharge certifi- 
cate signed by a contract surgeon as commanding officer and 
detachment commander legal? Answer: (1) and 2. Yes. Our 
answer to G. W. M., to which you refer, was correct, and the 
case a similar one. It is quite probable that you have met 
ex-soldiers whose experience may be. different, but the Pay 
Department cannot go behind the final statement given an 
enlisted man about to receive his discharge. Travel pay by 
law should be from the place of discharge to the place where 
the contract of enlistment was completed, for acceptance 
after the signing and the medical examination are simply 
indications of the completed contract. Commanding officers 
differ in their method of making final statements. Men often 
make mistakes in stating they were accepted at one place 
when their papers show that it was at another place. 

Cc. R.—The order relating to campaign badges for Navy 
and Marine Corps was published in the Army and Navy Jour- 
nal July 18, 1908, page 1282. Make application to the Bu- 
reau of Navigation, Washington, D.C., giving your service in 
full. 

W. M. B.—yYour question is not perfectly clear, though if 
you are selected you will be notified through the regular 
channel. 

E. J. L.—Address your inquiry to the Superintendent of 
the Military Academy, West Point, N.Y. 

JOHN K. S.—According to G.O. 129, W.D., 1908, you are 
entitled to a Philippine campaign badge for service at Mount 
Bud-Dajo, Jolo, P.I., March 8, 1906, if still in the Service, 
No badge has been awarded for the expedition at Basilan, 
January, 1908. 

D. C.—The Bureau of Navigation will issue to ex-Navy 
men, who had the specified service, the Philippine campaign 
badges as noted in S.O. 25, N.D., 1908, published in our 
issue vf July 18, 1908. We have back numbers. 

M. R. 8.—As you have lost your father since your last re- 
enlistment, and your mother and sister remain solely depend- 
ent upon you for support, you can secure your discharge 
without cost, by favor, under Par. 9 of G.O. 13, W.D., 1909. 
Make application through your C.0. 

G. McD.—The Department does not at any time give out 
the complete list of vacancies for appointment at West Point, 
but an application to your Congressman will elicit a response 
as to conditions in your own district. 

M. J. C.—By Sec. 3, Act of Feb. 2, 1901, the regimental or- 
genization of the Artillery arm was discontinued and the 
arm constituted and designated the Artillery Corps, to belong 
to the line of the Army. Sec. 4 divided the Corps into two 
branches, Coast Artillery and Field Artillery. The Act of 
Jan. 25, 1907, provided that the Artillery should consist of a 
Chief of Artillery, the Coast Artillery and the Field Artillery; 
that on and after July 1, 1908, the Chief of Artillery shall 
cease to exercise supervision over the Field Artillery, and 
thereafter be designated as the Chief of Coast Artillery; that 
the Coast Artillery and the Field Artillery should be perma- 
nently separated; that the Coast Artillery should constitute 
a Corps and that the Field Artillery should be organized into 
six regiments. The permanent separation of the two branches. 
as required by this act, was effected May 4, 1907. The au- 
thorized number of enlisted men per company of Coast Artil- 
lery since its separation has been 109, though the number 
of companies has been increased from time to time, rising 
from 126 companies in 1902 to 170 at the present time. 
G.O. 61, of this year, increased the total strength of these 
170 companies to 19,321, or about 114 men each. 

CAPTAIN, RETIRED.—You failed to enclose ‘‘enclosures,’’ 
so we cannot suggest proper manner of change therein. A 
correct form of visiting card for a retired Army captain would 
be in two lines: (1) Captain John A. Smith, (2) United 
States Army, retired. 

R. M. S.—As to whether your service will entitle you to 
a Congressional medal, see our answer to J. A. L. in issue of 
Aug. 28, page 1493. ° 

J. J. T.—Watch our news columns for the result of ex- 
aminations for second lieutenants, C.A.C. At time of writing 
these lines report has not yet been issued by the Department. 

J. E. M.—A deserter from either the Army or the Navy 
is liable to punishment if apprehended at any time before two 
years after expiration of the enlistment period during which 
he deserted. A deserter from the Army remaining in the 
United States and not apprehended before two years after 
expiration of enlistment period may secure a deserter’s re- 
lease from the Adjutant General.
